Christmas, 1942 


Writing several weeks in advance 
of publication, I am faced with the 
futility of predicting what Christmas 
will bring usin a war-torn year. I 
do not know what new restrictions 
on civilian living will be necessary by 
then, what further military reverses 
we may have to face, or how many of 
those near and dear to us will be 
gone. I can only guess that the 
movement toward wartime standards 
of living will be progressively ac- 
celerated and that the human spirit 
must seek with increasing vigor for 
any “props” which will make for 
balance ard endurance. Hobby in- 
terests can help a great deal in these 
times, and I am encouraged by their 
continued presence in our midst. In 
my trips throughout the country, I 
have occasionally run upon a dis- 
couraged attitude on the part of 
collectors. Some seem to feel that 
such interests are out of place and a 
mark of one’s apathy toward the war. 
It is only natural for people to want 
to hold up their full share of the war 
effort. But it is equally a fact that 
the main “contribution” of many 
folk is personal worry and bootless 
agitation. This saps their energy, 
interferes with their work efficiency 
and has a bad psychological effect 


upon acquaintances—some of whom 
are under even greater pressure and 
strain. Many of us must realize 
that after buying our bonds, collect- 
ing our scrap, and training for civil- 
ian defense, there is still time for 
deeply ingrained habitual interests. 
An hour spent in the hobby world, 
even when gained at the expense of 
needed sleep, leaves the spirit re- 
freshed, more capable of meeting the 
pressures of tomorrow with equa- 
nimity and poise. 

Let us all try to extract such joy 
as we can from the coming holiday 
season. Let us recognize that a 
limited time spent in extending a col- 
lection or reading books on the sub- 
ject is an effective counterpoise for 
our war work. By so doing we help 
bring into being a bit of the “peace 
on earth” for which the Christmas 
season stands. 


The Gift Problem 


This year, as much as ever, we will 
be searching for gifts. The limited 
amount of new merchandise available 
is sure to turn the attention of many 
to the giving of glass and small an- 
tiques. When carefully chosen, such 
wares will be greatly appreciated by 
the recipient. What is more, the 
giver will have the thrill of seeking 
out the gift and, who knows, may 
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thus plant the first seeds. of enthusi- 
asm in a new collector. 

The proper gift carries not only a 
thought of the interests and needs 
of the person for whom it is intend- 
ed; it also tells something about the 
personality of the sender. One way 
of making sure both conditions are 
fulfilled is to confine our purchases 
to a field wherein we are competently 
informed. For instance, if you know 
a man who smokes, don’t let a part- 
time holiday clerk sell you an expen- 
sive atrocity that masquerades as a 
pipe. One of the late Staffordshire 
tobacco jars will cater just as much 
to the smoker’s needs; more impor- 
tant, as a hobbyist this is something 
you will know how to select. Leave 
pipe selection to the expert. 

The person on your list who is al- 
ready a collector offers the least dif- 
ficult gift problem. Any conversa- 
tion touching upon his hobby can be 
made to produce information upon 
items still desired. With this list 
in hand we can go to the antiques 
dealer and find that item whose price 
will fall within our budget. Young 
children and adolescents can receive 
appropriate remembrances from the 
antiques hobbyist. For small chil- 
dren, there are many types of animal 
covered dishes, Staffordshire plates 
and mugs, tiny night lamps for the 
nursery, small pieces of doll furni- 
ture and toys from another age. 
For adolescents the right gift can be 
some bibelot for their room—a very 
sacred place at this age. Books on 
various collector subjects often solve 
the problem for those who seem to 
have everything. Young married 
people, those in middle life and on to 
the octogenarian—all have some spe- 
cial interest in decorative accessories. 
A little searching among the collect- 
ables offered for sale is likely to 
reveal something both distinctive and 
inexpensive. The pages of HOB- 
BIES are overflowing with such 
gifts. Let us look them over care- 
fully and start eliminating the dif- 
ficult names from our gift-list at 
once, 


On Being High-hat 


Another commentator on matters 
antique frequently takes occasion to 
pontificate on “the best taste” in 
food, manners and decoration. Cur- 
rent interest in Victorian furnish- 
ings has lately come under his bale- 
ful glance. To stuff one’s home with 
such atrocities is said to be very 
plebeian, a thing beyond the wildest 
dream of the true antique collector. 
Such an attitude is, obviously, a sur- 
vival from the lush period immediate- 
ly following the first World War, 
when tycoon tyros were “educated” 
by a limited number of antique deal- 
ers to a preference for only the very 
old and very rare. Queen Anne high- 
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boys, dilapidated candlesticks and 
rickety 18th century Hepplewhite 
chairs quickly found their way into 
the new country houses—and a mode 
became established. Honest Ameri- 
can furniture of the 19th century was 
overlooked in a rush to create stately 
grandeur of Colonial America. When 
the supply of American Colonial ran 
thin, it was watered with a liberal 
sprinkling of imported English an- 
tiques. Prices were kept high. The 
possession of a Goddard breakfront 
became one of the hallmarks of the 
“economic royalist.” Quite under- 
standably, run-of-the-mill Americans 
remained unimpressed by the high- 
hat antiques. They appreciated them, 
to be sure, but lacking both money 
to purchase them and palaces for 
their display, the majority turned 
to the cozy comfort of early Victorian 
accessories. Such furnishings could 
be purchased not so long ago for a 
song from some dealers who regarded 
them as having little value. The story 
is much different now. Today the de- 
mand is so great that a good stock 
of Victorian is a dealer’s best bet for 
a constant turnover. 

One dealer recently showed me an 
elegant pair of 18th century Chippen- 
dale chairs which he described as a 
luxury to own. “For salability,” he 
said, “I’d trade them any day for 
Victorian gentlemen’s chairs... Sure, 
my customers know what the Chip- 
pendales are, but they say they belong 
in a spacious museum rather than 
their small living room. The chairs 
are beautiful examples of craftsman- 
ship that only a few hgmes could 
use.” 

No real connoisseur would contend 
that early American antiques are not 
desirable; but the attitude which 
holds only such objects worthy of at- 
tention is unrealistic, dated and ut- 
terly pretentious. The high priests 
who chant exclusively of the virtues 
of $1,000 banquet tables and dispar- 
age the collection of Milk glass hens, 
for example, should take a look be- 
yond the platform. Most of the 
audience has left for greener fields. 
They will find only a few mourners 
to join them in thoughts of the good 
old days, when antiquing was only 
for the gentleman’s gentleman. 


Collecting 


Contemporary Glass 


Many people with an eye to future 
values as. well as to individual ex- 
pression are broadening their in- 
terests to include the collection of 
modern glass. Collections of Tiffany, 
Lalique and Aurene have already 
found their places, and now I hear 
of a fresh demand for existing speci- 
mens of the crystal glass of foreign 
factories. Engraved crystal vases of 
the Lobmeyr (Austrian) works are 
greatly prized. The demand for them 
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may be taken as an example of what 
is happening to the late productions 
of glass-houses active through several 
generations and now shut off by the 
war. Characteristic pieces present a 
combination of individual shape and 
decoration—the result of a pooling of 
talent by two artists, the glass-blower 
and the engraver. Mention should 
also be made of the Walsh (English) 
cut and engraved bowls, the Holme- 
gaards (Danish) modernized classic 
forms, and the elaborate engravings 
carried out on rock crystal by Orre- 
fors (Swedish). To this last named 
and most recently formed (1915) 
glass-house goes a large share of the 
credit for arousing general interest 
in ornamental glass and well de- 
signed stemware. There is probably 
more Orrefors available in America 
than any of the other types of glass 
mentioned. 

Contemporary glass collecting may 
be built around engraved objects from 
various glass-houses or be represen- 
tative of the different techniques em- 
ployed. These techniques include 
cutting, engraving, molding and glass 
sculpture. As some modern glass- 
houses issued limited editions in par- 
ticular patterns, the collection of such 
objects would also be interesting and 
likely to appreciate in value with 
time. 

No one need feel apologetic for col- 
Iecting modern glass, providing it 
is typical of the best in modern manu- 
facture and design and not a studied 
reproduction of something old. A- 
mong the characteristics of a “col- 
lectable” piece of modern glass one 
might list the following: (1) clear- 
ness of metal (there is no modern 
reason for the bubbles and imperfec- 
tions which add so much to the charm 
of antique glassware); (2) appro- 
priateness or functional character of 
the piece; (3) superiority of work- 
manship in forming ‘the object and 
(4) “good design” in the decorative 
enrichment. 

The modern glass renaissance is 
frequently dated from the appearance 
of Rene Lalique in 1902. He de- 
veloped the plastic quality of glass to 
a remarkable degree and has had 
scores of imitators on the continent. 
In America, our one outstanding 
glass-house, the Steuben Works, fol- 
lowed conventional forms until fair- 
ly recently, when individuality of 
treatment began to characterize its 
products. Our other “name” in 
modern glass, L. C. Tiffany, must be 
thought of as following a line of 
work which led away from the ortho- 
dox type of glass making. Tiffany’s 
major ambition was to duplicate the 
iridescence of long-buried Egyptian 
glass. While he was in pursuit of 
this goal, continental glass-houses 
out-stripped him in matters of in- 
dividual treatment in form and de- 
sign.

Hymnody was the hobby of the 
late Edward S. Ninde, D. D., which is 
attested to by the following para- 
graph from the foreword of “Nine- 
teen centuries of Christian Song,” 
compiled by his sister, Mrs. Mary 
Ninde Gamewell, from notes dis- 
covered among his papers after his 
death, and published by the Fleming 
H. Revell Company: ‘My brother’s 
interest in hymnody began in his col- 
lege days at Wesleyan University, 
and continued with growing intensity 
through life. Never allowing this 
study to interfere with his regular 
pastoral work, he made it his hobby, 
to which he turned from time to time 
for relaxation.” Indeed it was an 
absorbing and fascinating hobby, 
which demanded hours of patient re- 
search and application. The pub- 
lished result will interest the hob- 
biest, be he saint or sinner, church- 
man or not.

Farmington, N. H., held a hobby 
show recently for the benefit of the 
U. S. O., and it turned out so well 
that the club intends to develop the 
show into an annual affair. The 
town apparntly has a suitable back- 
ground for an annual show, for out 
of a population of approximately 
3,500, it is said there are full 200 
who have hobbies and who are 
riding them hard. Thirty of these 
200 are button collectors. 
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Some one with exploring proclivi- 
ties has discovered that “Actresses 
appear to have been unknown to the 
ancients. Female parts were per- 
formed by men or eunuchs.”—W. S 


Playing Cards 


Few nowadays look upon playing 
cards as being so evil as people once 
did. Most people today will partici- 
pate in and enjoy a game of bridge. 
In fact, a recent survey by the Asso- 
ciation of American Playing Card 
Manufacturers shows that cards are 
still the country’s favorite social re- 
creation and that contract bridge is 
still the most popular game. What 
is more, the survey shows that cards 
are found in 87 per cent of American 
homes, and that more than four-fifths 
of the families in the United States— 
83 per cent to be exact— play cards. 
As a result of this survey, the Asso- 
ciation claims that more people play 
cards than take part in any other 
form of. recreation, except listening 
to the radio, going to the movies and 
reading. 

Of the. 77 different card games 
played in this country, these eight 
were shown to be the most popular: 
rummy, played by 49 per cent of all 
families; solitaire, by 45 per cent; 
contract by 44; poker, by 37; auction, 
by 34; pinochle, by 34; hearts, by 30; 
and five hundred, by 22 per cent of 
all families.—Pathfinder.

House

.F. Schilling, 69-year-old 

farmer of Northfield, 
Minn., has lived a full and 
interesting life thus far. 
Besides improving his 375-a- 
cre farm, he has traveled 
extensively both in the 
United States and abroad. 
On these jaunts he has also 
pursued his hobby of 40 
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years’ standing—the collect- 
ing of things associated with 
our past. 


Just recently Mr. Schilling has 
completed a building, erected especial- 
ly to house the fruits of his quests. 
He calls his new house the Hobby 
House, and it is large enough (18x84 
feet) for orderly and artistic ar- 
rangement of the Schilling treasures. 


Although the building itself is not 
unusual in design or appearance, it 
has materials of historical interest 
built into it. The stained glass win- 
dows, for instance, are from an old 
hotel in St. Paul. The entrance door 
is hung on wrought iron hinges that 
came from the engine [oom of the 
Archibald mill in Dundas, a mill that 
made flour history in the Northwest. 
Old hanging lamps suspended from 
the ceilings furnish light. 


Adjoining the building and form- 
ing the entrance to a small garden 
is a gate made of heavy steel con- 
struction which once protected the 
vaults in a Minnesota State Bank. 


Adjacent to the Hobby House, Mr. 
Schilling has had a beautiful, small 
chapel erected. It is 10x14 feet, and 
is, Mr. Schilling believes, the smallest 
church in the world. In the interior 
of the chapel, the visitor’s eye is 
captured first, perhaps, by the figure 


-of the Christ child in a crib, set with- 


in the altar. It is 230 years old and 
was presented to the chapel by a New 
Orleans priest. The candlesticks, the 
paintings, the figures of angels, the 
old melodeon and other decorations 
are in. keeping with the religious 
theme. 


Next to the little chapel is the 30- 
foot steel tower for the bell collec- 
tion. Six large bronze bells, all of 
historical interest, dominate this 
structure.

Bohemian wine sets are one of 
Mr. Schilling’s favorites, if a general 
collector can be said to have a spe- 
cial pet. His Dresden pieces also find 
a special place in his affections, and 
so does the sterling silver English 
picnic set. Ever see one of the lat- 
ter? This particular set consists of 
15 pieces, and it was given many 
years ago to a bride in England as a 
wedding gift. Though it may sound 
rather foolish, it turns out to be 
rather practical, for the 15 pieces can 
be folded and arranged so that they 
fit into a case not much bigger 


around than an _ ordinary water 
glass, and no taller. 

Probably the largest ofthe various 
collections is the firearms section. 
There are about 500 pieces -in’ this 
assembly, which includes a gun that 
belonged to Louis XIV of France. 

But even now that the Schillings 
have their special home for their hob- 
bies, they have their problems the 
same as many other collectors; the 
barn, the house and the milk house 
are still bubbling over with things 
that they can’t find room for in the 
hobby house.

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CIRCUS COLLECTORS’ DENS

NOTHER circus season is over. 

The performers have said their 
adieus and have scattered to the 
four winds to play winter dates or 
engage in more prosaic occupations 
until spring comes again. The big 
tops have been folded away in the 
canvas lofts. Sleet and snow make 
ghostlike in appearance the big red 
wagons in winter quarters. 

And circus fans, memories of happy 
days on the show lots fresh on their 
minds, settle themselves comfortably 
in their dens, and turning the pages 
of scrap-books, albums and programs 
seek to recapture the illusion of cir- 
cus day with its multitudinous thrills 
and satisfactions. 

Many are the fans who have trans- 
formed the dens or extra rooms in 
their homes into tiny museums of cir- 
cusiana and have used various ef- 


fects to suggest the circus on every 
hand. 

One jis Don Howland, Columbus, 
Ohio, salesman. The walls of his 
room are covered with 500 framed, 
autographed pictures of circus ar- 
tists. Uniform in size and frames, 
the pictures hang in neat rows from 
the ceiling almost to the floor. 

A glass-fronted show-case holds 
450 model elephants and a collection 
of bull-hooks, the contributions of 
Deafy Denman, Cheerful Gardner 
and other famous elephant trainers. 
The elephant collection overflows onto 
the top of a bookcase, which takes 
care of 200 volumes of circus fact 
and fiction. Posters are interspersed 
among the pictures on the wall, and 
the furnishings are completed with 
a writing desk, a cabinet and several 
comfortable chairs. 


Here we find Don Howland, Columbus, Ohio, salesman, settled down for a 
pleasant winter evening in his circus room, pouring over his collection of 
circusiana. 
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“White Tops” is the appropriate 
name for the circus room of Sverre 
Braathen, Wisconsin attorney. This 
room is 16 by 32 feet in size and one 
enters through a red and white 
striped canvas marquee.~ It is il- 
luminated by a cluster of 16 globes set 
between the spokes of a sunburst 
wagon wheel from a Hagenbeck- 
Wallace cage. 

A significant piece of furniture is 
the queen’s throne from an old Ring- 
ling Brothers parade wagon; and in 
one corner is a writing desk, with a 
multitude of drawers and pigeon 
holes, one time used by the Ringling 
brothers in their office wagon. On 
the walls are 400 autographed pic- 
tures, and on a platform that en- 
circles the room just above the win- 
dows and doors is a complete circus 
parade in miniature with mounted 
people, band and tableau wagons, 
cages and chariots drawn by four, 
six and eight horse teams, a calliope 
and model animals. 

While Mr. Braathen has an im- 
mense collection of typical circusiana 
collection pieces—2,000 lithographed 
posters, 10,000 pictures in albums, 
hundreds of programs, route books, 
tickets, letterheads, etc-——an unusual 
feature of his assemblage is a set of 
500 beautiful colored slides of circus 
scenes for projection on a screen. 

Paul Hoy’s circus room in his 
Sheldon, Ia., home is distinguished by 
two rugs on the floor bearing ele- 
phant figures. A china closet holds 
350 miniature elephants, and a glass 
show-case contains five types of cir- 
cus wagons, cleverly reproduced in 
miniature. The walls of his room,

THE COLUMBIA-FONOTIPIA SERIES 


pera task of compiling a numerical 

list of this series was complicated 
by the fact that the Columbia cata- 
logs from which I worked list the 
records by their Double-Disc “F” 
numbers only, a method obviously 
unsuited to our needs and one which 
mislead me into saying, in the August 
HOBBIES, that they “were all 
double-faced,”’ when actually many, 
if not all, were issued in single- 
faced form as well. Since a list with- 
out the original Fonotipia numbers, 
so much more conspicuous than 
Columbia’s rubber-stamped “F” num- 
bers, would have had little value, it 
was necessary to ask for help in ob- 
taining them. I am happy to say 
that I received splendid co-operation, 
thanks to which the first part of the 
completed list appears this month. 

In tracing the Fonotipia numbers, 
my chief source of information was 
Robert Bauer’s catalog, “Historical 
Records” (long out of print and un- 
obtainable). Because the Societa 
Fonotipia, like Victor, had many of 
its artists remake some of their arias 
with orchestra to replace earlier re- 
cordings with piano accompaniment, 
it was necessary whenever possible to 
check the Bauer numbers against 
those actually issued by Columbia, to 
make sure which version was used 
for the American edition. In the case 
of Fonotipias made after 1907, the 
Bauer catalog was of small help as it 
lists few of the later issues, and I 
had to turn elsewhere for enlighten- 
ment. At this point, Dr. Francisco 
Garcia Montes of Cuba and John 
Sicignano of Nutley, N. J., rescued 
my foundering project with pages of 
laboriously copied numbers, thus 
bringing the list to completion. 
Others who helped materially were: 
Geoffrey Lyon; Douglas P. Ball of 
the Dixie Record Club; John R. 
Adams; Edward Hill, whose name 
once headed this page; W. W. Perry; 
George Laviolette; Philip Harth; 
Charles Jahant;.J. W. C. Hesser; 
David Earl McDaniel; and R. G. 
Mac 

POSSIBLE ERRORS 


In spite of all efforts to the con- 
trary, a few’errors may have crept 


into this list that cannot be blamed 
on the printers, since it was unfor- 
tunately impossible to check each and 
every Fonotipia number with the 
actual records themselves. For ex- 
ample, it is certain that F15’s Fono- 
tipia numbers are correct as listed 
here, but in giving 39698 as the 
number of the recording of the same 
“Werther” aria by the same tenor on 
F13, I am only guessing that the pi- 
ano version was used. The only 
other doubtful case in this month’s 
list is Parsi-Pettinella’s “Favorita” 
aria, which appears on both F42 
and F59. Logically, the piano ver- 
sion (39827) should have come first, 
on F42; yet such is not the case and 
F42 is correctly listed here, the num- 
bers having been copied from the 
record itself. Therefore, anyone own- 
ing either or both F13 (Bonci) or 
F59 is in a position to clear this mat- 
ter up for us; so please do your bit 
if you can. For that matter, collec- 





tors owning any of this series at all 
will be doing the cause a favor if 
they will take the trouble to check the 
actual numbers with those on this 
list, reporting any errors to me. 

Since the history of the Fonotipia 
records in their American editions has 
been discussed in the August and 
November, 1942, issues, it seems un- 
necessary to devote further space to 
it at this time.

PASQUALE AMATO AND HIS RECORDS 


Extracts from a letter by Oscar 
Thompson, Executive Editor of Mu- 
sical America, well-known music crit- 
ic and author of many years ex- 
perience: 

“As to Amato’s voice on records, I 
would say that the recordings do him 
fair justice. He came along in the 
middle of the Caruso period when 
the accoustical method of reproduc- 
tion was at its best—certainly much 
better than it was in the earlier 
period of Campanari, Scotti, Plancon, 
and the others who recorded chiefly 
in the earliest 1900’s. The essential 
quality of Amato’s voice will be found 
in his records of the ‘Toreador Song’ 
(Victor 88327), ‘Di Prexenza’ (88- 
474), and perhaps best of all an air 
from ‘I Due Foscari’ (88438). 

“The question of power or volume 
seldom is to be determined from re- 
cordings, since a light voice can be 
made to sound as full as a heavy one.

Amato’s was a voice of power, bril- 
liant, if sometimes rather strained, 
resonant and of wide compass. His 
top notes were very full and ringing, 
though, as I have said, not always 
without signs of strain or great 
physical effort. This effort was 
chiefly that of tremendous breath 
pressure, as was true, of course, in 
the cases of Caruso and Ruffo. 
He had a fine even scale with no 
change of any kind from top to bot- 
tom, but I always felt that his pro- 
duction was too ‘open,’ and I know 
from certain pupils that he did not be- 
lieve in the so-called ‘covering’ of the 
voice. His method of teaching would 
bear out my assumption that he pro- 
duced his upper tones precisely as he 
produced his middle or lower ones. 
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Whether that was a fault or a virtue 
depends on what you or I or the next 
fellow may believe is the right way to 
sing. 

“In spite of the robust resonance of 
his tones, there were traces, I think, 
of throatiness. I would not say, how- 
ever, that these were more than 
traces. To the contrary, the effect 
of the voice was not only that of 
an exceptional sonority, but of both 
brilliance and ‘body.’ He could sing 
softly as well as robustly. He had 
considerable skill in dramatic color- 
ing of his tones. This is reflected in 
the recordings of the two final duets 
of ‘Florza del Destino’ made with 
Caruso (89052/53 or 8005). 

“He was an able, if not always a 
subtle, actor and when he first came 
to America made an attractive fig- 
ure on the stage. Later he grew 
portly but he did not lose his essen- 
tial stage routine. He was one of the 
few really acceptable Escamillos we 
have had, possessing the requisite 
fullness and vitality of tone both in 
the upper voice and the lower one. 
This sort of bold and vivid part was 
more suitable to him than the sub- 
tleties of Iago, Scarpia or even Barn- 
aba in which he was greatly out- 
classed by the older, but more sinis- 
ter, Scotti. 

“Because of its power and reso- 
nance, his voice served him admi- 
rably in the many operas he sang 
with Caruso. He was perhaps at his 
peak as the sheriff in ‘The Girl of the 
Golden West.’ Perhaps through too 
much vocal strain, or perhaps as the 
result of a kidney ailment, his voice 
suddenly lost its lustre and, although 
he bobbed up from time to time 
after the Metropolitan dropped him,

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his singing in his later years was as 
hollow and dead as it had been bril- 
liant and alive when he was in his 
prime. 


“Getting back to the question of the 
records, I do not say that they falsi- 
fy his essential qualities. The scale 
is there; so is the compass; so is the 
bold and vital sound of the tone, and 
there are clear suggestions of plenty 
of volume. The faults, such as an 
occasional bleating, a certain hint of 
throatiness and recurring suggestions 
of strain, may be magnified in the 
recordings, but certainly they were 
actually in the singing. The period 
in which these records were made 
was, as you know, a considerably 
later one than that in which various 
tricks were resorted to, to prevent 
blasting in the recording. It was that 
earlier period which falsified even 
the basic sound of many voices, 
making basses sound like tenors, 
baritones like tenors, and sopranos 
like nothing that was ever heard on 
earth.” 


Mr. Thompson’s letter gives such a 
complete picture of Amato and his 
records that there is little for me to 
do beyond outlining the facts of his 
career and adding a few details con- 
cerning his recording activities. 
Amato was born in Naples, Italy, on 
March 21, 1878, and died in Jackson 
Heights, N. Y., on August 12, 1942. 
He made his debut at the Bellini 
Theatre in 1900, as Germont, and af- 
ter that toured Italy, Germany, Eng- 
land, Egypt and South America. In 
Buenos Aires he met Toscanini and 
an engagement at La Scala was the 
result. He became a great favorite 
there, but when Toscanini and Gatti- 
Casazza came to New York Amato 
soon followed, making his Metropoli- 
tan debut, as Germont, on Novem- 
ber 20, 1908. He established him- 
self quickly as an exceptionally fine 
singing actor and appeared again and 
again in casts directed by Toscanini. 
Cursed with ill health from his early 
days, Amato was forced to retire 
from the Metropolitan in 1921 and 
although he appeared now and then 
in later years, as. Mr. Thompson says, 
there was little of the old Amato 
voice to be heard. In recent years 
he had been professor of voice at the 
Louisiana State University. Those 
who want a more comprehensive story 
of Amato’s career will have little 
trouble in finding it, in Musical 
America for September, for example. 


In Italy, Amato sang for Fonotipia 
in 1907, 1908 and 1909 and some of 
these records were pressed in the U. 
§S. A. in the Columbia-Fonotipia se- 
ries. I’m not familiar with enough 
of them to express an opinion of 
their merit. His first Victors ap- 
peared in 1912 and while he recorded 
for a comparatively short period of a 
few years, his records sold well and, 


for the most part, kept their place in 
the catalog until the end of the acous- 
tic period. Mr. Thompson’s recom- 
mendations are invaluable, since they 
come from an authority who actually 
heard Amato in person many times. 
To my ears, it sometimes seems that 
Victor occasionally thinned the qual- 
ity of Amato’s vigorous baritone, and 
as sheer sound his recorded tones 
may not always please as much as 
those of other favorite baritones. But 
for all his vigor, Amato was not, 
like so many baritones, all brawn 
and no brains, and his dramatic in- 
telligence and arresting personality 
make all of his recorded interpreta- 
tions worthwhile. Listen, for in- 
stance, to his Rigoletto on 88340/41 
(doubled on 6041). Of all the inter- 
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pretations of the “Largo al factotum” 
in my collection, his is one of my very 
favorites, by reason of its irresis- 
tibly spontaneous comedy (88329 or 
6039). Later in his career Amato 
made at least one record for Colum- 
bia, a little-known collectors’ item 
that was listed on page 11 of the 
March, 1942, HOBBIES. 

Many collectors may find them- 
selves somewhat in disagreement with 
Mr. Thompson’s condemnation of the 
recording of the earliest 1900’s, since 
most of us who have studied them, 
comparing with later versions, feel 
that they are like the little girl with 
the curl in the middle of her fore- 
head..... when they’re good, they’re 
very, very good and when they’re 
bad they’re horrid! 


FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS 


ARTHUR COLLINS II 
By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


ABtHOR Collins’ success, when he 
began making records in 1898, 
was immediate and overwhelming, 
and he was destined to remain a fa- 
vorite for more than 25 years. 


From the very beginning he was 
especially identified with what were 
known as “coon songs’—catchy, syn- 
copated ditties which treated, humor- 
ously or with mock pathos the %en- 
timental and economic problems of 
the nation’s negroes. His facility 
with dialect made him perhaps the 
greatest of all interpreters of this 
type of composition, but Mrs. Collins 
says: 

“Arthur never liked the term, ‘coon 
singer.’ Several papers out West 
billed him as ‘The King of Ragtime 
Songs,’ which he thought was better. 
He particularly loved to sing the old 
plantation-type of music, especially 
the Foster songs. ‘Old Black Joe’ 
was his masterpiece and audiences all 
over the country demanded it al- 
ways.” 

Mr. Collins’ success was also due in 
part to other factors. There prob- 
ably has never been a sweeter, more 
naturally musicial baritone voice than 
his. It was beautifully trained and 
he never tired of practicing in his 
efforts to improve it. I have heard, 
I am sure, more than a thousand 
records in which the comedian took 
part and have yet to hear one in 
which the singing could be described 
as careless or bad. Always he gave 
the impression of complete compe- 
tence and impeccable craftsmanship. 

Then, too, Arthur Collins managed 
invariably to get into the wax the 
impression of a warm, lovable person- 


ality. The unctuous sound of his 
chuckles in dialect work is unfailing- 
ly charming. His negro heroes usu- 
ally were in hard luck, but they bore 
up bravely and saw the funny side of 
their own misfortunes. The Victor 
catalogs used to phrase it well when 
they said: “Mr. Collins is one of the 
most successful singers of ‘coon 
songs.’ His success in this particular 
type of song is quite unique and is 
due in a large measure to the sym- 
pathetic, human way in which his 
own delightful personality reveals it- 
self through his records. In addition 
he has a splendid voice and a won- 
derful faculty for making the words 
sound clear and_ understandable, 
which is no easy task in dialect 
songs.”

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sued late in 1899 shows clearly how 
the comedian climbed into popularity 
in little more than a year. In this 
one supplement alone the following 
new records are listed by him: 
7317, “All Coons Look Alike to Me” 
(I have a copy of this) ; 7316, “Camp- 
in’ on de Ole Swanee;” 7318, “De 
Possum Chase;” 7243, “I Ain’t Seen 
No Messenger Boy;” 7278, “I’d Leave 
My Happy Home for You” (how 
Henry Hamblen, of Nashville, would 
like to find an unplayed copy of 
that!) and 7240, “I’ve Just Received 
a Telegram from Baby.” Nearly all 
had accompaniments by Vess L. Oss- 
man, “The Banjo King.” Collins’ 
name is also one of the most promi- 
nent in the 1902 and 1903 Edison 
cylinder record catalogs. 

When the Collins and Harlan part- 
nership began, early in the 20th cen- 
tury, phonograph history was made. 
Harlan had an exquisite tenor voice 
and was unsurpassable in his imper- 
sonations of amorous colored women 
as Collins was in taking the male role. 
Together they constituted what was 
probably the most popular team of 
comedians in the history of the phono- 
graph. Only Billy Jones and Ernest 
Hare, who came along many years 
later, might have been able, at the 
height of their careers, to dispute the 
claim. 

Although Collins -and Harlan were 
preeminently identified with negro di- 
alect work, their earliest assaciation 
was largely in what might be called 
“rube stuff.” Both were great in 
their impersonations of the stage con- 
ceptions of our bucolic element, and 
such duet records as “Clésing Time in 
a Country Grocery,” “The Farmer 
and the Dude,” “The Cat and the Fly 
Paper” and “Two Rubes in a Tavern” 
were widely popular. The “coon 
songs” proved, however, to have the 
more lasting appeal. Soon the come- 
dians were best known for their 
duet work, although Collins continued 
to record many solos, as did Harlan, 
who specialized in singing tearful 
ballads about lonely little children 
who usually died and went to heaven 
in the second verse. 

Mrs. Collins expresses belief that 
Arthur’s two-minute Edison cylinder 
No. 7404, “Mandy Lee,” was the 
record which had the, most lasting 
hold on the affections of his admirers. 
“He received letters from all over the 
world,” she says, “thanking him for 
that record.” 

There is no doubt, however, that 
sales figures would show the crown- 
ing point of the comedian’s career 
came in 1905, when he recorded “The 
Preacher and the Bear” for every 
American company. My belief is that 
more copies of this song have been 
sold than of any other record ever 
made by anybody. I have found that, 
in something like nine cases out of 
ten, when people learn I have a 


large collection of old-time records, 
they ask, “Have you got ‘The Preach- 
er and the Bear?’” and add, “That’s 
the first record I can remember ever 
hearing. My grandfather used to 
have it on an old Edison machine.” 

It would be interesting if we could 
know how many millions of copies ef 
that record, which told, to a catchy 
tune, about a colored preacher’s going 
hunting on Sunday and being treed 
by a grizzly bear, have been sold. As 
new phonograph companies sprang 
up, Mr. Collins was called upon to 
record it for them. He made new rec- 
ords of it within two or three years 
of his retirement from professional 
singing. Victor, Columbia and Ed- 
ison all had him remake their records 
in later years, presumably for the 
benefit of improved orchestration. 
On the one occasion I heard him sing 
on the stage, he was called on for it 
and gave it, with the assistance of the 
other eight Victor Artists in the 
chorus. No doubt he sang Joe Ar- 
zonia’s comic masterpiece whenever 
and wherever he went. 

Around 1905 or 1906, Collins and 
Harlan teamed forces with Billy Mur- 
ray and Steve Porter, and the result 
was a male quartet which sang at 
many club dinners and other social 
events in New York. They also called 
themselves the Rambler Minstrel 
Company and made many black-face 
records in which Porter was the in- 
terlocutor, and either Murray or Col- 
lins took the star solo singing parts. 
Two or three years later the organi- 
zation, which later became known as 
the Eight Famous Victor Artists, be- 
gan to make concert tours, and Col- 
lins and Harlan were among the most 
popular members of the troupe. Both 
were large men, weighing well over 
200 pounds each, and Murray, as 
master of ceremonies, sometimes in- 
troduced them as “the Half Ton 
Duo.” They were also great favor- 
ites of Sam Rous, who wrote the Vic- 
tor catalog record descriptions, and 
he had many pet names for them, 
such as “The Klassical Koon Komedy 
Kouple,” “The Pleasant, Portly and 
Popular Comedians,” “The Comedy 
Twins,” “The Black-face Brothers,” 
and so on. 

From 1912 on, Mr. Collins was fre- 
quently referred to by his fellow 
troupers as “Old Joe, the Pirate.” 
This affectionate title was applied in 
fun because of his large stature, his 
swarthy complexion and his early sea 
experiences. The “Joe” came from 
one of his most popular records, 
“When Uncle Joe Plays a Rag on 
His Old Banjo.” 

For more than 10 years the bari- 
tone was a member of the Peerless 
Quartet, in which he always took the 
lead when negro songs were sung. 
In 1917, however, he was succeeded 
by Frank Croxton, and shortly after 
the World War ended Collins and 
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Harlan signed a contract with Edison 
by which they traveled extensively, 
doing “tone test” work and restrict- 
ing their recording largely to the 
Edison Company. It was this en- 
gagement which resulted in Collins’ 
receiving grave injuries that for a 
time endangered his life.

too, are covered with autographed 
pictures, and two large tables with 
drawers hold hundreds of collection 
pieces “and other stuff that a cir- 
cus fan would keep to pore over 
during the cold winter months when 
the shows are in quarters preparing 
for another season.” 

Among the many posters on the 
walls of Ken Amadon’s circus room 
in Manchester, N. H., is a large 
poster bearing the words “Amadon 
Brothers Three-Ring Circus.” The 
circus is mythical, of course, and the 
poster is hand-drawn, but it gives Mr. 
Amadon a thrill to imagine how his 
name might appear emblazoned on 
buildings should he have a real cir- 
cus en tour. 

On his desk is a model circus band 
wagon of the shell type, which went 
out of circulation with the old-time 
street parade. He has, near his 
desk, a record player, and a collection 
of records made by Merle Evans’ 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus band, calliope selec- 
tions, and other circusy marches and 
galops that have been recorded by 
various bands, 

On a table in one corner he has 
model cages and baggage wagons on 
display, along with a model mar- 
quee. And among his relics of show 
days of the past is a broken piece of 
a quarter pole from the Sells-Floto 
circus, left on the lot after a rainy 
night in his home town back in 1931. 

Nothing pleases such fans as How- 
land, Braathen, Hoy and Amadon 
more than to have another circus fan 
or trouper as his guest for an eve- 
ning, and it is not unusual for such 
gatherings to last well into the wee 
hours of the morning, as the con- 
versation “puts and takes down” big 
top after big top through the years. 

Most circusiana collectors carry on 
correspondence with a dozen or so 
acquaintances, often in as many dif- 
ferent states, in exchanging desired 
pieces of circusiana for their re- 
spective collections, and a circus room 
or den is almost a prerequisite for 
carrying on a well-ordered collection. 

A circus room need not be large or 
elaborate. But the collector who 
covets his assemblage of pictures, 
posters, books and programs enjoys 
them best when he has them at finger 
tips, rather than stored in the attic 
or some other inaccessible place. 
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PETER C. DUVAL OF PHILADELPHIA

NVESTIGATING the history of an 

industry has some similarity to the 
study of genealogy in the succession 
of personalities which can be traced. 
Thus, William S. and John B. 
Pendleton, who, in 1826, started the 
first lithographic press in the United 
States, engaged a young apprentice 
named Nathaniel Currier. John 
Pendleton, the restless brother, left 
Boston for New York and then Phila- 
delphia in 1829. In Philadelphia he 
established the very temporary litho- 
graphing firm of Pendleton, Kearney 
& Childs, but was back in New 
York the next year. He worked there 
until 1835, when he sold his business 
to Nathaniel Currier, who made it a 
long-lived and successful organiza- 
tion, known to every collector of 
Americana. 

C. G. Childs, the Philadelphia ar- 
tist and engraver whom Pendleton 
had drawn into lithography, was suf- 
ficently interested to ‘make the then 
long and expensive trip to Paris in 
order to study the art more thorough- 
ly. He spent part of 1829 and 1830

there, and brought back with him a 
talented young French artist and 
lithographer, Peter C. Duval. Childs 
immediately started producing litho- 
graphs, and was fairly successful. 
He had two temporary partners, 
Henry Inman and George Lehman, 
both artists, the two firms of Childs 
& Inman and Childs & Lehman ap- 
parently working simultaneously be- 
tween 1832 and 1834, although only 
the first appears in the city directo- 
ries which also list Childs & Lehman 
and Lehman &. Duval at a different 
address in 1835 and 1836. In 1836, 
Childs retired, and the business was 
carried on by Lehman and Peter Du- 
val as Lehman & Duval. Of the few 
framing prints with their imprint 
known, the fine and rare ‘Philadel- 
phia Exchange” of 1836, a large and 
fine “U. S. Ship Pennsylvania” of 
1838, and the “General Harrison, 
Litho. by A. Newsam from a Painting 
by Rembrandt Peale” stand _ out. 
Their finest and best-known .produc- 
tions are the 80 Indian portraits in 
J. O. Lewis’ “Aboriginal Portfolio” of 
1835-36, and the 72 in C. B. King’s 
“Album of Indian Prints.” 

The firm also did three of the 28 
portraits in Charles’ Fenderich’s 
“Portfolio of Living American States- 
men,” 14 more of which were signed 
by Duval alone. 

Lehman retired from the partner- 
ship in 1838; it became Dow & Du- 
val for a short time in 1839, and then 
Duval carried on alone. He natural- 
ly continued to do portraits, includ- 
ing a series of the first 12 presi- 
dents, drawn by Albert Newsam and 
published by C. S. Williams. There 
are well-drawn and dignified likeness- 
es of some 50 prominent Americans 
of the time, many published by others, 
probably on special order, and several 
of the clergymen probably included 
“U. §. Ecclestiacal Gallery,” pub- 
lished by T. S. Wagner and Thomas 
Agnew of Philadelphia in 1841. 

Duval’s other titles include a num- 
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ber of the finest American historical 
prints, especially the naval subjects 
“U. §. Frigate Constitution, Malta, 
1834,” “Old Ironsides on a_ Lee 
Shore,’ “U. S. Frigate Constitution 
Weathering Sicily,” drawn by A. Hof- 
fy in 1839, “Capture of H. M. Ships 
Cyane and Levant by U. S. Constitu- 
tion” by Thomas Birch, “American 
Squadron at Sea,’ by Hoffy and M. 
O’Conner, and others. Other histor- 
ical prints are “Washington Present- 
ing Captain Barry with his Commis- 
sion,” “The Battle of New Orleans,” 
which is inscribed “Del. on the Field 
of Battle by H. Ladotte,” and a pair 
showing Lee’s surrender. 

Other prints cover a wide range. 
There are some good views, particu- 
larly of Philadelphia, “Tammany Fish 
House on the Delaware,” “Shad Fish- 
ing, Taking up the Net, On the 
Delaware Opposite Philadelphia,” 
which is our earliest fishing print, 
and the two “Commissioner’s Halls,” 
as well as a large bird’s-eye view of 
1857, drawn by John Bachmann, who 
is noted for his pictures of this type. 

Other important views include a 
small one of San Francisco in 1850, 
drawn by Charles Kuchel, an artist 
and lithographer who worked in 
Philadelphia and later in San Fran- 
cisco, but sent his first Western view 
back to Duval’s press; a view of Bal- 
timore in 1852, one of Superior, Wis., 
in 1856, the “Charleston Custom 
House” and the “City of St. Paul,” af- 
ter a painting by Stroebel. There are 
also several of these lithographed 
maps, embellished with small views, 
like the “Marietta, Ohio,’ which are 
so valuable to the historian. 

Only a few sporting prints were 
issued by Duval, the best a small ad- 
vertisement, “Andrew Jackson, Cele- 
brated Stallion,” drawn by Augustus 
Kollner in 1840, and “Tacony,” by C. 
Schussle, in 1853. The names of the

artists have been noted in order to 
show the number of talented men Du- 
val gathered around him. Albert 
Newsam, the deaf-mute from Steu- 
benville, Ohio, was inherited from 
Childs, and A. Hoffy, Augustus Kell- 
ner and C. Inger were free-lance art- 
ists, but James Queen, one of the 
least known of all, worked almost en- 
tirely for Duval. Christian Schus- 
sele, another of the group, is credited 
by the authors of the only history of 
lithography in America with the in- 
troduction of color printing in this 
country, but he did not arrive in this 
country until 1848, while “Miss Les- 
lie’s Magazine” for 1835 has a plate 
“Grandpa’s Pets, Drawn and Litho- 
tinted by John T. Richards, the First 
Specimen of this art ever produced 
in the United States.” This is, of 
course, the earlier water-color print- 
ing, but Schussele, Max Rosenthal, 
J. H. Camp and Peter Kramer, all 
among the first to produce oil litho- 
graphs in America, all worked for 
Duval, who had been experimenting 
with the process before 1849, and who 
was awarded prizes for color printing 
by the Franklin Institute in 1851 and 
1852. Schussele’s full-length Wash- 
ington and his dramatic Western, 
“The Death Cry,” from Eastman’s 
-painting and Inger’s splendid, “Wash- 
ington’s Triumphal Entry into New 
York, 1787,” a very large print, are 
among the most important of Duval’s 
color prints. In 1857, he and his son 
were experimenting with a process of 
reproducing photographs in _lith- 
ography, and he is also said to have 
written a book about his work. 


Duval carried on his business for 
more than 40 years, but the constant 
changes of partners and addresses 
more than hints at financial troubles. 
These changes help to place undated 
prints, so are given in detail from 


Philadelphia directories and imprints.

Duval’s son, J. C. Duval, became 
a partner in 1856, and Edwin J. 
Freedley’s “Philadelphia and _ Its 
Manufactures” of 1857 states that 
“He is also an accomplished lith- 
ographer, having just completed a 
three years’ practice in one of the 
principal establishments of Paris.” 


Thomas Hunter, the last partner of . 


the Duvals, succeeded to the business 
about 1870 and carried it on until 
1898, when it was sold by the sheriff. 
He lithographed some interesting lo- 
cal views and a number of fine 
chromes, especially “Tegner’s Drape,” 
after James Hamilton, which was is- 
sued in a limited edition of 500 copies 
at $50 each. 

Like their competitors, the Duvals 
did not limit their work to framing 
prints, but took anything in their line 
which came along. The four volumes 
of the “United States Military Maga- 
zine,” published by Huddy & Duval 
in 1839-43, contain some splendid 
colored plates, and one unusual item 
is the “American Album” of 1842, a 
superlative autograph book, hand- 
somely bound, also illustrated with 
fine colored plates by Duval. They 
also did 150 of the colored plates 
in the monumental 13 volume “Re- 
ports of Surveys for a Railroad from 
the Mississippi to the Pacific,” issued 
by the government in 1855-58, a num- 
ber of fine music covers, many maga- 
zine and book illustrations, and even 
a catalog in color for Cornelius & 
Company, lamp manufacturers of 
Philadelphia, in 1852. The little ad- 
vertising card illustrated, whose fine 
soft coloring does not show in the 
reproduction, gives an idea of their 
comprehensive field. 

A recent article on American prints 
ascended to hyperbole to call the firm 
of Currier & Ives “Kings of the 
Stone,” but the work of Duval gives 
ample evidence that he deserves an 
even higher rating. It includes a 
few prints comparable to the large 
and colorful sporting and outdoor 
scenes and views on which the fame 
of the Currier house is based. But 
they also issued thousands of titles, 
in millions of copies, which are un- 
interesting, crudely drawn and poorly 
colored, while not one of Duval’s 
known prints comes in this class. So 
there is good reason to call him the 
finest American lithographer, and the 
discriminating collector will find his 
prints well worth searchng for.

& by the often asked question, “Why 
do people collect things pertaining 


to bicycles?” there are several an- . 


swers: 

1. There is a real thrill in lo- 
cating an old bicycle, an old cycle 
print, an old piece of china or a letter 
showing a bicycle of 100 years ago, 
etc. 


2. The pride of possesion is strong 
in all of us; we enjoy displaying 
our rare objects to friends and at 
public exhibitions. 

3. The cataloging of the old objects 
requires an interesting study of the 
history, literature and customs of the 
period. 

4, It gives an opportunity to meet 
other collectors, who are usually most 
interesting people (everyone who has 
a genuine hobby is an _ interesting 
person): museum curators, dealers, 
college professors, bankers and even 
newsboys. There is the opportunity 
to form real friendships. 

5. The bicycles and articles have a 
real value that tends to increase with 
time. It is a new and most profit- 
able hobby. Substantial commissions 
may be collected by working for a 
rich collector of cyclana. (An old 
Currier and Ives bicycle print which 
sold originally at $1.00 brought 
$15.00 at an auction and was just 
sold by a dealer at $25—and the 
price is still advancing.) 

The writer has been interested in 
collecting cyclana through Walter 
Nilsson, of the stage and screen, who 
has an imposing collection of old bi- 
cycles and cyclana in his Closter 
(N. J.) Museum. Mrs. Nilsson is 
the curator of the museum and she 
has a real task in cataloging the 
unique collection of over 2,000 bi- 
cycles, 10,000 books, and every con- 
ceivable article relating to the bi- 
cycle from a button to an elaborate 
rug. A few of his rare pieces are: 
the original tandem used by Lillian 
Russell and Diamond Jim Brady, the 
clock collection, autographed photos, 
wooden models of famous bicycles, 
beer steins, ale mugs, old prints, 
paperweights and ash trays. Mr. 
Nilsson always welcomes collectors; 
but be sure to make an appointment

in advance, as he is usually engaged 
in New York or Hollywood. 
Henry Ford has one of the finest 
transportation exhibits in the world 
at his Edison Institute at Dearborn, 
Mich. The outstanding bicycle in his 
collection is the famous “Oriten,” a 
ten seater model made by the Wal- 
tham Manufacturing Company of 
Waltham, Mass., in 1896. It is the 
largest and only bicycle of its kind 
‘in the world. It weighs 305 pounds, 
with a carrying capacity of 2,500 
pounds, and has a possible speed of 
one mile in one minute, 20 seconds. 
This information was given the writer 
by the secretary of the Edison In- 
stitute. Mr. Ford is an ardent col- 
lector of bicycles as well as a veteran 
cyclist. 
¢ The Veteran Wheelmen’s Associa- 
tion of Philadelphia have a splendid 
collection of old bicycles located in the 
Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. 
Every collector should try to visit 
the building and examine the models 
and dates with reference to dating 
their objects. The collection of multi- 
cycle machines and the high wheel 
tandem is outstanding. Post-card 
views of the collection are for sale. 
In Washington, D. C., the Smith-

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bicycles. They are rather crowded 
into one little room. The latest ad- 
dition is the German bicycle used by 
Fred A. Birchmore in his around-the- 
world tour (about 1938). Collectors 
may obtain prints of the bicycles 
from the superintendent at about 
$1.00 per print. In the Library of 
Congress may be consulted the most 
authoritative books on bicycle models 
and equipment under the title: Allen, 
James P. “Digest of Cycles or Ve- 
locipedes with Attachments Patented 
in the United States from 1789 to 
1892.” Other volumes bring the 
series up to 1898. 


Secretary Charles V. Stoddard, of 
the Staten Island Historical Society, 
has a small collection of old high 
wheelers in the Richmond Museum in 


New York City. Direct prints and ‘ 


enlargements of the bicycles are 
available to collectors from 40 to 50 
cents each. 

Everett Dix, Pennsylvania, has a 
collection of old bicycles. 


Pictures of any or all in his famous 
collection may be had for $4 each. 


Another world-famous bicycle col- 


lection is the Bartleet Collection at - 


Coventry, England. Mr. H. W. Bart- 
leet has devoted a lifetime to this 
hobby. Over the door to the Bart- 
leet Museum is the-sign, “My Con- 
tribution to the Entertainment and 
Education of Cyclists, H. W. B.” To 
the writer’s knowledge, this is the 
only bicycle collection that has been 
completely cataloged and described 
in book form. It is available as 
Bartleet’s Bicycle Book, Published by 
Ed. J. Burrow and Co., Ltd., of 43 
Kingsway, London W. C. 2. A whole 
chapter is devoted to early cycling 
magazines, which should prove val- 
uable to those collecting bicycle 
periodicals. At present the collection 
of wheels has been removed for 
safety and is not open to the public 
for the duration. Mr. Bartleet is still 
alive; he was an old-time high wheel 
racing man, and writes regularly for 
“Cycling.” 

Alden Scott Boyer, Illinois, has a 
large collection of cyclana, including: 
early books and bicycle catalogs. 
Among his outstanding items are: 
an advertisement of Dennis Johnson 
(1815-19) showing the Draisine; an 
illustration of the Pearsall Brothers 
New York bicycle riding school;

P friend, Chris Sinsabaugh, an old-time 


cyclist, has written of the good old 
cycling days in his book entitled, 
“Who, Me?” published by Arnold 
Powers of Detroit in 1940. 


Another transportation exhibit is 
found in Munich, Germany, housed in 
the famous Deutsches Museum. Sev- 
eral early German bicycles were ex- 
amined by the writer here some 15 
years ago, while on a cycle tour of 
Europe. 

A large and unusual bicycle poster 
collection is to be found in the bi- 
cycle store of the well-known Ernest 
Ohrt in San Francisco. He and his 
brother, Hans, of Beverly Hills, 
Calif., were famous American cyclists 
who competed in races all over Eu- 
rope some years ago. The posters 
show the riders on the velodromes of 
London, Paris, Rome and Berlin. The 
store is located on Stanyan Street 
near Golden Gate Park in San Fran- 
cisco. Not so long ago the writer 
picked up a Soviet book on bicycling 
and found a picture of Ernest Ohrt, 
entitled one of America’s greatest 
all-time sprinters. 


Joseph Kretz, of the College 
Cycle Club of New York, has a large 
collection of bicycle scrap-books. For 
the past five years he has clipped 
newspapers, magazines, periodicals 
and old books. 
sian book on bicycles showing their 
production and use. The newspaper 
clipping collection has proved to be a 
fascinating and inexpensive hobby. 
One New York dealer sold a bicycle 
scrap-book of some 50 pages for $15. 
Collecting clippings is not a bad in- 
vestment of time. His daughter, El- 
len, is the “Parade Bicycle Cover 
Girl.” 


The writer is the founder and sec- 
retary of the College Cycle Club of 
New York. He has been instrumental 
in building up the club library and 
collection of cyclana.

If this article has interested you 
sufficiently to begin collecting cy- 
clana, here are a few hints for start- 
ing this fascinating and profitable 
hobby: 


1. Visit your local book and print 
dealer and have him lay aside things 
pertaining to cycling. 

2. Read a magazine like HOB- 
— and note tie in with other hob- 

ies. 

8. Visit antique dealers in both 
city and country. 

4, Attend auction sales and note 
prices of Currier and Ives, etc. 

5. Visit museums that contain bi- 
cycle collections. 

6. Read cycling publications such 
as American Bicyclist, Cycling and 
Cyclist Touring Club Gazette. 

7. Visit old farms and be on look- 
out for cycling relics. 

8. Clip pictures and cycling stories 
from newspapers and magazines. 

9. Attend cycle club meetings and 
interview the “Old Timers.” 

10. Visit junk shops and pawn 
brokers for trinkets and parts. 





Exhibited Far and Wide 


Perhaps some of you will recall the 
private exhibition of old autos which 
Roy A. Monsen of Milwaukee made 
at the Century of Progress fair in 
1933. While showing at the fair 
Henry Ford saw a 1906 Ford that 
Mr. Monsen had put in perfect con- 
dition. He was enthusiastic about the 
car and when a few days later it 
was wrecked in an accident Ford 
promised to pay all the expenses of 
putting it in shape again. Monsen 
accepted and repaired it. Ford was 
so pleased that he said he would 
keep it in repair as long as Monsen 
cared to exhibit it. Then in 1936 
Monsen exhibited at the Great Lakes 
Exposition in Cleveland, and from 
there he moved the display to the 
Royal Winter Fair in Toronto. 

While in the latter exhibition Mon- 
sen received an offer to exhibit his 
old cars in England. He finally con- 
sented and went to England in 1938 
where he remained at a nice salary 
until the war sent him home. 

Monsen is another whose hobby 
has paid excellent dividends, not only 
in pleasure but also in monetary 
returns. 
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Historical Sketches 
in Water Color 


A recent exhibition in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, New York 
City, showed works from the brush 
of Paul Petrovich Svinin, one of the 
earliest Russian visitors to the U- 
nited States. 


From 1811 to 1813 Svinin spent 
some 20 months in the United States, 
ranging from Maine to Virginia, and 
occasionally recording what he saw 
in water color. The portfolio of his 
work, which the museum has re-

cently acquired, lay forgotten, neg- 
lected, or lost for almost a century 
following his death, until shortly af- 
ter the Russian Revolution, when it 
was rather dramatically rediscovered 
by an American Red Cross worker. 


A diplomat, journalist, and man 
of parts in general, as well as an 
artist, Svinin found much that ap- 
pealed to him in the New World. He 
made use of subjects that often es- 
caped the interest of native artists 
too familiar with their own street 
scenes. A religious meeting of fren- 
zied negroes, a night scene of an 
oyster barrow before Philadelphia’s

vians, Friends, Osage warriors, and 
the submersion rites of the Anabap- 
tists all attracted his brush. Views 
of the countryside and such natural 
wonders as Niagara Falls and Natu- 
ural Bridge also claimed his at- 
tention. In his writings Svinin re- 
vealed an intense interest in the 
steamboats, “floating towns,” as he 
called them, which were starting to 
appear on American rivers. He has 
left a lively sketch of deck life aboard 
Fulton’s “Paragon” as it passed Fort 
Putnam at West Point. 

Svinin received a formal art ed- 
ucation at St. Petersburg, and his 
sketches are colorful and capably 
drawn, frequently showing a talent 
altogether unusual for the place and 
time. His comments on America, 
which were published in Russia upon 
his return, provide a rare estimate 
of our country when it was young.

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A Letter from 


AN AUTOGRAPH COLLECTOR 


was very much interested to read 

the article on literary autographs, 
by Cyril Clemens, in the September 
issue of HOBBIES. I almost was en- 
vious of Mr. Clemens, but found over- 
powering consolation in my own col- 
lection of autographs. Since I op- 
erate purely and simply as an indi- 
vidual, the letters I write to celeb- 
rities are written because, for one 
reason or another, I wanted to write 
them. The answers I have received 
are, I believe, prompted by something 
of the same motive, and therefore 
they are personally priceless. 

I have found that movie and radio 
stars get too much fan mail to at- 
tend to each piece personally—or even 
to attend to it at all—except to grant 
small requests for pictures and auto- 
graphs and the like. Most stars, how- 
ever, are surprisingly courteous and 
generous in answering the demands 
of their public. 

Bette Davis particularly. I remem- 
ber that on one occasion she very 
graciously complied with a request to 
send birthday greetings to a friend 
of mine, a Davis fan, who came from 
the Davis home-town. ~ 

It follows through every time that 
the really “big’’ people are more sen- 
sitive and responsive to the whims of 
their fans than the little people who 
only think they are big. When one 
writes fan mail, one can’t help but 
become something of a philosopher in 
the bargain. 

The great majority of mail di- 
rected to stars is, of course, answered 
by their secretaries, which is gene- 
rally sufficient and interesting. Mae 
West’s secretary, for instance, wrote 
in part: “She hopes to make a pic- 
ture in the near future so perhaps 
you will be coming up to see her 
sometime.” 

A few especially thoughtful people 
like Laurence Olivier, Maria Ouspen- 
skaya, Sterling Holloway, George Ar- 
liss, Lowell Thomas, Vera Vague, 
Zasu Pitts and Dennis Day will write 
letters personally—or at least sign 
their names to a typewriten letter. 

I discovered, too, by way of corres- 
pondence that H. V. Kaltenborn is 
very human. Once, when I was sick 
in bed, I heard a broadcast of his in 
which he got the pages of script all 
mixed up and started to reread some- 
thing he had already done. It came 
in quite funny—and I immediately 
laughed myself into a relapse. I 


. 


wrote and told him. He answered: 
“T am terribly sorry about having 
made you laugh at the wrong time, 
but after all laughter is good for the 
soul, even if it’s sometimes a little 
hard on the tummy. Thank you for 
your delightful note...” 

Many are not so considerate. Greta 
Garbo very promptly sends all mail 
back to its sender, apparently un- 
opened with no answer whatsoever. 
One letter of mine came back stamped 
“Refuse Refused.” I don’t know 
whether the first “d” got left off by 
accident, or whether she was making 
a potent comparison between fan mail 
and the contents of a garbage can. 
Katharine Hepburn, too, has an an- 
noying habit of returning mail. 

Some of the celebrities I have found 
most pleasant and co-operative are: 
Richard E. Byrd, Douglas Corrigan, 
Babe Ruth, Ted Williams, Joe Louis, 
Louis Leslie, Charles E. Zoubec, 
Dorothy Thompson, Mayor LaGuar- 
dia, Alfred Landon, Thomas Dewey, 
B. G. deSylva, Irving Berlin, Emily 
Post, Orson Welles, Spencer Tracy, 
Frances Langford, Jane Withers, 
Glenn Ford, Boris Karloff, Lanny 
Ross, Nelson Eddy, Fred Allen and 
Portland, Jack Benny, Mary Living- 
stone, Helen Keller, Mary Pickford, 
Hedy Lamarr, Rosalind Russell, Mary 
Martin, Robert Taylor, Barbara Stan- 
wyck, Johnny Weissmuller, Laurel 
and Hardy, Ilona Massey, Dick Pow- 
ell, Wendell Willkie, Ronald Reagan. 

One of the nicest letters I have 
ever received was from Mrs. Earhart, 
Amelia Earhart’s mother. On Feb- 
ruary 11, 1938, she wrote: “...Moth- 
ers do not give up easily you know, 
and knowing my beloved daughter’s 
careful preparation and resourceful- 
ness, her courageous spirit, and her 
strong desire to finish what she be- 
gan, I am still hoping she may be 
found marooned on one of the far 
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islands and brought safely home to us 
again. That some day you may meet 
her face to face, and find that she 
is worthy of your love and admira- 
tion...” On October 1, 1940, she 
wrote: “...She may yet be found, 
you know, especially now that there 
is so much activity in the islands of 
the South Seas.” I believe this 
speaks for itself. 

I was overwhelmed that a person 
as great and busy as J. Edgar Hoover 
should take time to write to me. His 
final sentence was the essence of 
courtesy: “The three cents in post- 
age which you so thoughtfully pro- 
vided is being returned herewith.” 

One kind letter came from the ar- 
tist, Waldo Kaufer: “Thanks for 
your note—I am always interested in 
another person’s reaction to my work, 
especially when it is someone that I 
do not know and who feels under no 
obligation to comment: favorably... 
Also—most people’s attitude toward 
surrealism is more defiant and chal- 
lenging... And if you would like 
to stop in for another look at the

HE = story-teller droned on... 

“Thirty thousand years was Pro- 
metheus to remain chained to a rock 
in the Caucasus Mountains, with a 
vulture gnawing at his liver, This 
because he had angered Jupiter by 
stealing fire from heaven.

Thus 
it was that Jupiter persuaded his 
conscience that he had kept his oath, 
that Prometheus was yet bound to 
the rock—even if only by means of 
an iron ring...” 

Decimus wandered off. “Rings! 
Rings! Rings! Does no-one in all 
of Rome think or spegk of aught but 
rings? It was not enough that I 
awakened this morning to find that 
my signet ring had disappeared from 
the dactyliotheca; yet my beautiful 
and willful wife must choose this time 
to plague me with her whim to own 
one of those new fashionable rings 
that bear the images of animals and 
deities worshipped by the Egyptians. 








Was she not taught that a ring was 
to be worn not as an ornament but 
so that she might seal up the house- 
hold goods which I entrust to her 
care? What has come over Rome 
that we allow ourselves to be ruled 
by so tiny and insignificant a gad- 
get?” 

It was an angry man who walked 
down the street toward the Campus 
Martius, scene of incessant activity.

Yet, I would swear 
that the ring he wears is not of iron, 
but of gold, covered with a dark 
coating so that he might not be 
discovered and censored. True, other 
slaves before him, and probably many 
more after him, have used and shall 
use similar subterfuge. Surely the 
perils they incur by such deception 
greatly outweigh what slight personal 
satisfaction they enjoy by knowing 
they truly wear a sign belonging to 
the patrician alone. 

“It seems difficult to remember 
that there was a time when these 
now symbols-of-slavery were regarded 
as a mark of individual honor. Then, 


.as a very special distinction, a sen- 


ator sent out on an embassy received 
a ring of gold. The honor was later 
extended to all senators. Soon 
knights received the privilege. 

“Why, even at the time of the 
Battle of Cannae none beneath the 
rank of knight had the right to wear 
a ring of gold. All know the story 
of how Hannibal, after he defeated 
Rome, ordered all the gold rings re- 
moved from the hands of our dead 
and sent to Carthage as proof of the 
great slaughter of our knights and 
patricians. And it is said by some 
that enough were collected to fill 
three bushel baskets. 

“Now, the hands of all but slaves 
are laden with not only gold rings 
but with rings of all materials, sizes 
and descriptions. Why, we even 
strictly observe Madame Fashion in 
the wearing of our rings. Plain 
signets and bronze rings we may wear 
on either hand—but if we should 
wear a ring set with stones on our 
right hand we would be deemed 





grossly effeminate. We are frowned 
upon if we go to extremes in the num- 
ber of rings we wear. Yet that does

on each finger. The more wealthy 
of us possess rings for not only spec- 
ial occasions but for the seasons as 
well! In the winter we may wear 
our massive rings, but with summer 
come those that are light and commo- 
dious. 

“But I must relax... desist from 
thinking only of those ornaments that 
seem to govern all our lives.” 

And try Decimus did. He wan- 
dered aimlessly down the avenue. ..

... stopped at the wine shop whence 
came the rattle of dice boxes. 

Now he stood aside for a funeral 
procession.

Ah, yes, it was he who was so in 
demand by the aristocrats. It was 
said by Juvenal that the whole in- 
strument was lighted up by the sheen 
of the player’s many sardonyx rings. 
But there, he was thinking of rings 
again!

“Casina.” There his attention would 
be centered on the play. But it was 
when the actress taking the part of 
Cleopatra, on leaving her home to 
visit a neighbor, directed her slaves 
to seal the rooms and bring her ring 
back to her that Decimus left the 
theatre. 

Traffic was becoming conjested; it 
was getting late. He would go to the 
Baths of Trajan... there to relax... 

But Paulus had also wended his

RARE ITALIAN

With pallid beauty unimpaired through

He purchased 
them while on a visit with Pope Pius X, 
in Rome, just before the first World 
War. The Czarina, with crown jewels 
rich and rare, showed preference for the 
beautiful cameos which shé’ wore con- 
tinuously except on state occasions. 

The pure beauty of the cameos have 
an appeal for those who love perfection 
in the cameo cutting art. Hippocrates 
had a cameo ring among his treasures. 
The ladies of the Egyptian court as they 
waited on Cleopatra revered her precious 
cameos. 

During the Renaissance, Italy re- 
claimed the ancient art of sculptoring in 
miniature which had been discarded by 
the Greeks when the barbarians overcame 
them, and which the people of the Nile 
had long forgotten. The influential Ita- 
lian families of Medici and Farnese were 
active in the revival of cameo carving, 
and the special patron of the art was 
Lorenzo Medici who owned a rare col- 
lection. The cameos of Mrs. Gray are a 
part of this famed collection. — Adver- 
tisement 
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way to the baths, and he made a great 
exhibition of the fine onyx ring he 
had borrowed from a friend so that 
his address before the court on the 
morrow would be more impressive.

Bells in Churches 


The Christmas season approaches, 
and once again our thoughts turn to 
those days when church bells pealed 
out their messages of good-will and 
brotherly love on Christmas day. 
Bells, with a few exceptions, have 
been employed by many creeds and 
sects. 

Returning to a reader’s query some 
time ago about graduated bells on a 
rod, Ruth Rogers Johnson, a St. Louis, 
Mo., reader, casts more light on the 
subject and connects it up with the 
use of bells in churches. Says she: 

“Graduated bells were used as 
musical instruments by the early 
peoples of several countries, includ- 
ing Assyria and China. Varying in 
size, they also varied in tone. They 
have been found in the early tombs 
and have been pictured in ancient 
manuscripts. Manuscripts dating from 
the eighth and _ ninth centuries 
show graduated bells suspended on 
a rod. They were struck with a 
small hammer to produce the musical 
tones. In those days music was used 
mainly in the churches, so undoubted- 
ly the bells were used to accompany 
the singing.”

Around Bell Collection 


Mrs. O. B. Kaiser of Ohio, who has 
been called the “Lady of 100 Hob- 
bies,” has more recently added bells, 
and now has approximately 60 speci- 
mens as a Starter. Despite her many 
other interests, not only in her hob- 
bies but church and _ neighborliness, 
she has found time to put her bells 
to good use. Recently she arranged 
music around her bells and presented 
a pageant at a church in Morrow, 
Ohio. In case bell collectors are look- 
ing for ways and means of presenting 
programs from their own bells, Mrs. 
Kaiser’s may offer assistance. 

The program was opened with the 
song, “O Come All Ye Faithful,” in 
which the audience participated, ac- 
companied by the St. James Chimes, 
played by Mrs. Kaiser. The town 
crier’s bell was then presented by 
Mrs. Kaiser’s daughter, Miss Ramona, 
dressed in appropriate costume. 

English 12th century bells were 
shown as Mrs. Kaiser rang the temple 
bells in her collection. The “Song of 
India” was worked out appropriately 
with elephant, snake and buffalo bells 
of India. As this group was exhibited 
a returned missionary told of some 
of the superstitions regarding bells 
in that country.

of materials. My dolls are from less 
than an inch to nearly three feet 
tall, making it very difficulty to house 
them. In my doll room I have two 
large cases with sliding doors, two 
shallow ones that I made myself and 
two china cabinets.

Some have a mis- 
chievious expression; others appear a 
little saucy or haughty. One of my 
latest doll scrap-book projects is the 
making of water-color pictures of my 
foreign dolls. 


When friends view my collection, 
they often suggest that I must have 
traveled extensively to build up the 
collection. Yet, that is not the case. 
I am what you might call an arm- 
chair collector. I read the advertise- 
ments, and write the doll houses who 
have specimens in which I am most 
interested. Then, too, my friends have 
been generous as well as understand- 
ing about my doll family.

TEXAS COLLECTOR HAS OVER 
500 DOLLS

HE coincidences that now and then 

bob up in our lives are intriguing, 
and I suppose lend spice to the very 
fact of living. Some time ago a clip- 
ping from a Texas newspaper came 
to our attention. It gave an interest- 
ing write-up of the hobbies of Mrs. 
M. K. Witt — a lady whom Mrs. 
Straley and I have known ever since 
her girlhood days. 


Mrs. Witt’s particular collection, 
which I wish to call attention to, is 
that of her large family of dolls. The 
story says in part: 


“Mrs. Witt, who has over 500 dolls 
in her collection, has recently been 
asked to exhibit a part of her col- 
lection in the famous Charles W. 
Bowers Memorial Museum at Santa 
Ana, Calif. The exhibit opens in 
April and lasts for three months, with 
dolls placed on exhibit only by re- 
quest. Due to war conditions, how- 
ever, she has declined the invitation. 


“One of the most interesting dolls 
is a Chinese doctor doll, small, beauti- 
fully carved from smooth ivory by a 
talented craftsman. History states 
that many years ago the Chinese 
physician was forbidden by custom to 
examine his feminine patients, so the 
sick-room technique was that the 
maid of the feminine patient would 
point with a pin on the little nude 
figurine just where the pain was; then 
it was up to the doctor to diagnose 
the case and cure the invalid. 


“Interesting in her collection is the 
study of romance of American fash- 
ions, as told by the series of Effanbee 
historical dolls, in which the mode of 
fashion of the American woman tells 
the history of the United States. The 
collection includes dolls dressed in 
fashion from the earliest days, 1492, 


when the Indian tribes roamed the 
country with the latest, 1939, illus- 
trated by a doll-size version of Chan- 
el’s gypsy dress. 


“In the foreign section are authen- 
tic imported dolls, individually dressed 
by native craftsmen in fashions native 
to the country. In the exhibit are King 
George and Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land in their coronation robes. Also 
are representatives from Rumania, 
Bali, Finland, Island of Aran, Swit- 
zerland, Sweden, Scotland, Italy, 
France, Norway, Lapland, Russia, 
Serbia, Greece, Hungary, Turkey, 
China, Japan, Bahamas, Uruguay, 
Guatemala, Mexico, and Damascus. 

“Too, there is a collection of dolls 
of Nations, each dressed in native 
fashion and containing in its body a 
music box that plays the national air 
of the country represented. 


“A few of the American folk dolls 
include Rhett Butler, Melissa, pecan 
dolls from Mississippi, a Southern 
bride, Yippee and Yippette who are 
made from clothespins and dressed as 
cowboys, Sitting Bull and his Indian 
squaw, as well as a large number of 
others. 

“Evangeline, a Creole girl; Suzette, 
a French girl of New Orleans; Jean 
Lafitte, the gentleman pirate chief; 
a group of Jesuit priests; the Sisters 
of Charity, the Ursuline Nuns, Sisters 
of the Holy Family; Marie Laveau, 
the Yoodoux queen, a Quadroon girl; 
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oe the body of_each of the 
dolls illustrated here is a built- 
in Swiss music box. When the 
boxes are wound by a key each 
plays a delightful tune, represen- 
tative of the costume of the doll. 
For instance, the little doll dressed 
in the American ccstume plays 
“America;” the Scotch doll plays 


“The Campbells Are Coming.” 


Since the war, importations of this 
kind have been slow in making their 
way into the hands of the American 
doll lover; hence, Mrs. Witt, like 
other owners of music-box dolls, finds 
them of ever increasing interest. 





little Eva and Topsy, a two-timer doll, 
are also included in the group. 

“Although Mrs. Witt has been col- 
lecting dolls since a child, she is now 
confining her collection, almost entire- 
ly, to nameplate dolls. This is a china 
head with the name stamped on the 
base of the neck. These she sends to 
California where the body, hands and 
feet are reconstructed and dressed au- 
thentically — hat, coat, dress, petti- 
coat, pantlets, and even corsets — ac- 
cording to the correct period in which 
the doll was made. In this group is 
Lucy, a large china head of Stafford- 
shire type, and so far as known the 
largest head ever made. Measure- 
ments include eight-inch breadth of 
shoulders, 15 inches circumference of 
head and 36 inches tall. The doll was 
made about 1860, and has_ been 
dressed for Mrs. Witt in Varden taf- 
feta, real Chantilly shawl and sequin 
studded fan. 

“Opal is about 65 years old and is 
one of the few from a French pottery. 
The head was found in the back room 
of a New York importer, a firm that 
has been in business through three 
generations. The costume was es- 
pecially designed, style and colors ap- 
proved by Mrs. Witt. 

“In the Historical Portrait Series 
are George and Martha Washington, 
exquisitely sculptured and dressed to 
the most minute detail. Added to her 
collection this week was a doll depict- 
ing a son of Napoleon and is classed 
in the historical series.”

Tea and coffee were luxuries in 
colonial days and teapots and cups 
did not need to be large; hence so 
many remaining specimens are small 
in size. Silver sugar bowls were also 
small as sugar was somewhat scarce 
—even as it is today.

SILVER SNUFFERS 


Can you imagine the days when the 
use of snuff was almost universal? 
If you can, then you will understand 
why silver snuff boxes turn up in 
collections so often. Inelegant as the 
habit or fashion was, the snuff was 
carried on in a finely wrought silver 
snuffer, just small enough to be 
carried in a man’s pocket—or a 
lady’s reticule (yes, ladies used snuff 
in those days.)

SKEWERS OF SILVER 


When you see a silver skewer per- 
haps your fancy will revert to the 
early part of the 17th century, when 
articles of this type were used by the 
cutting squire to hold the meat in 
place while it was cut into slices. 
Having cut off the slice it was placed 
on a piece of bread and handed to 
the guest. Forks came into use about 
the latter part of the 17th century 
when guests were each supplied with 
one and helped themselves to the meat 
instead of being served by the cutting 
squire.

SHEFFIELD‘ RAZORS 


Henry T. Lummus, Boston, Mass., 
assembled one of the finest collec- 
tions of old razors known, and he 
puts in this good word about his hob- 
by: 

“T collected a large and fine collec- 
tion of old Sheffield razors many 
years ago (one rarely runs across 
good old razors now.) I have never 
understood why more people did not 
collect them then. I refer, of course, 
to’ the razors of 1750-1865, made 
mostly at Sheffield, England, though 
there were makers in America as 
early as 1830 whose products are ex- 
cessively rare. People collect a lot of 
things that have not the inherent in- 
terest that old razors have. The 
forms and styles are numerous, and 
often both blades and handles are well 
decorated and very beautiful. Be- 
sides, there never was a shaving tool 
made that was the equal of an old 
thin wedged-shaped Sheffield razor in 
good condition. They cut silently 
and smoothly, without the vibration 


of the concaved razor or the hoe ef- 
fect of the safety, and they excell 
all others in shaving closely.”

NOTES FROM COLONIAL 
DAYS 


Even when we were struggling 
along as a young nation, fighting for 
independence, the love of silver 
seemed inherent among the colonists. 
Too, it was often better for the colo- 
nists to have household silver than 
coins or loose metal lying about. 
There were few banks in which the 
colonists could deposit their coins 
and it was better to have their wealth 
tied up in articles of utility. 

Craftsmen early brought their skill 
to the new world, and the making of 
silver pieces in this country may be 
said to be the first of the genuine 
fine arts to gain a foothold in this 
country. One of the chief early ex- 
ponents of the silver-making craft 
was the incomparable patriot, . Paul 
Revere. 

Nor was the household silver the 
only field in which the silver crafts- 
man worked. There was a demand 
for communion silver for the church, 
and many fine old pieces enhance 
Rrivate and museum collections.

A POPULAR CRAFT 


Silver making attracted many per- 
sons from the business, artistic and 
professional standpoint. At one time 
there were 150 silversmiths in Bos- 


ton.

I WILL 


Silver, since long ago, has figured 
in many wills. Recently, when the 
First Parish Church of Sterling, 
Mass., celebrated its 200th anniver- 
sary, attention was called to one of 
the earliest donations—two silver 
tankards. Sebastian Smith, a Span- 
iard, gave to the church such gifts 
as a Bible, which carried the provis- 
ion that it must be used and read as 
a part of the public worship, $500 
for the education of poor children and 
two silver tankards.

AN EARLY GIFT 


The Cleveland Museum of Art has 
among its historical silver collection 
a piece made for the wedding of 
Elizabeth Peabody, whose great- 
grandmother was the daughter of 
John and Priscilla Alden, to John 
Bailey. In accordance with the cus- 
tom of the day, as well as now, the 
piece was inscribed in the initials of 
the bride and groom. 
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TEMPERANCE 
MOVEMENT 
AND TANKARDS 


Although temperance had its de- 
votees long before the beginning of 
the 19th century, it was not until 
1800 that the first serious temperance 
movement began in America. Senti- 
ment grew until hundreds of tank- 
ards and other drinking vessels were 
melted down in sympathy with the 
movement. But it’s “an ill wind that 
blows nobody good;” many of the 
pieces were turned into church com- 
munion services and household pieces.

A RARE PAIR OF 
CANDLESTICKS 


Still preserved in England, or they 
were at the last account, is a pair of 
candlesticks that once belonged to the 
unfortunate and tragic Mary, Queen 
of Scots. 

These two were made, oddly 
enough, of the then common material 
—brass. But they were of French 
origin and had a colored inlay of 
enamel in white, blue and green. 
These: candlesticks are not quite a 
foot high, and they are very ornately 
carved in the lily and other floral 
forms of a kind similar to “Limoge’s” 
products. The forms are graceful in 
shape. These objects are of little 
value, intrinsically, but priceless from 
the association we have of the famous 
name of the never-to-be-forgotten 
queen.—Genevra Green.

It 
was with this in mind that the Board 
of Trustees decided to keep the build- 
ing open and continue as many of its 
activities as possible.

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WEAPONS OF WAR 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


ee, I notice, can usually be 

depended upon to be _ timely, 
whenever timeliness is wanted. And 
since the greatest of all wars now 
rages over the face of the earth, 
nothing could be more timely than 
war and everything connected with 
it. Weapons of war, ancient and mod- 
ern, are surprisingly well represented 
on buttons. Many of them appear on 
uniform buttons, of course, for it is 
natural and fitting that buttons made 
for -military purposes should portray 
the weapons used by their wearers. 
Such buttons have the added virtue 
of being genuine, in that they mean 
something in a practical as well as 
in a symbolical sense. 


While not all the weapons here 


shown are timely as regards the pre- 
sent conflict, they all were timely 
once, and prove that weapons of war, 
like practically everything else, have 
an important place in the world of 
buttons. 


No. 1, showing crossed Cavalry 
Sabres, is a recent button, made of 
Modern Plastic in several colors, and 
currently sold at five and ten cent 
stores. 


No. 2, “Bow and Arrows,” has ap- 
peared before in HOBBIES, but it is 
such a good “Weapon” button that I 
used it again. Bows and arrows were 
among the earliest of man’s weapons, 
and served their purpose from pre- 
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historic times until the middle of the 
16th century — and later than that 
in some parts of the world. This 
button is silvered brass, with the de- 
sign in relief. c. 1875-95. 


No. 3 shows a Trophy consisting of 
Battle Axes and Spears, weapons 
which lost much of their effectiveness 
with the invention of gunpowder, 
though they are always deadly enough 
at close quarters. This button is 
bronze-finished brass with darker 
background and tin back. c. 1885-95. 


No. 4, like No. 1, is Modern Plastic, 
made in several colors. Crossed Rifles 
are much used on military buttons 
and insignia. (Whether these are 
Springfields or Garands I don’t feel 
qualified to say!) 


No. 5, depicting a Cannon (with 
Ramrod), is a uniform button of the 
Royal Artillery (Great Britain). It 
is convex, gilt, with brass back. Re- 
verse: “Wm. Anderson & Sons — 
Edinburgh.” 


No. 6 represents all phases of Air- 
plane warfare, since the Airplane and 
its death-dealing equipment are the 
outstanding weapons of this second 
World War. It is a modern button of 
convex brass, with self-shank. 


No. 7 shows another up-to-the-min-

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ute weapon—the Tank. A uniform 
button of the British Tank Corps, it 
is convex, gilt, with brass back (which 
is decorated with a Greek key pat- 
tern). This button and No. 5 prob- 
ably date from the first World War 
(1914-1918) or soon after. 

No. 8 is primarily a Warrior but- 
ton, but it shows another early 
weapon, a Mace, which was a par- 
ticularly vicious kind of club. The 
Shield, too, is a defensive weapon, I 
suppose, though both Mace and Shield 
have been long obsolete. This is a 
brass button with nickel border, tin 
back. c. 1880-95. 

No. 9. The crossed Daggers are ex- 
amples of a very ancient type of 
weapon which is still in use today, by 
Guerrilla and Commando units, for in- 
stance! This gilt, convex button from 
Czechoslovakia has appeared before, 
as a “Uniform Button.” Reverse: 
“Marathon.” 

No. 10 — The flaming Hand Gre- 
nade is often found on buttons and 
badges of Grenadier and Fusilier 
regiments. This particular button is 
one-piece pewter or lead, and was 
once covered with dull brown paint. 
I don’t know whence it came; at a 
guess, I would say it might be from 
France, Germany or some Central 
European Country. 


No. 11 shows a Pistol, in Modern 
Plastic. While such “small arms” are 
of less importance than they used to 
be in war, they are still employed, and 
found extremely useful at times! 

Many pictured weapons can_ be 
found on buttons that were intended 
to be worn by civilians — and by 
ladies, at that! But probably the 
most authentic appear on uniform 
buttons. There is a Bow and Arrow 
(with Indian attached!) on every 
Massachusetts State button. Cannon 
are seen on many old United States 
military buttons, and the older Mas- 
sachusetts Militia buttons display the 
“Sword Arm of Miles Standish” — 
with sword. There are Arrows on all 
buttons which show the Seal of the 
United States; and many U. S. Navy 
buttons display Cannon Balls—with- 
out the Cannon! Such a list could be 
extended indefinitely and proves that 
military buttons are the first to ex- 
amine when looking for weapons. 
Every button portraying a Warrior 
is likely to show his weapons as well, 
and there are a good many Warriors. 
So it is comparatively easy to find 
Weapons of War on buttons—if you 
want them. 

For in spite of the hopes of paci- 
fists, War is something that we al- 
ways have had (and probably always 
will have) with us, and its implements 
are of great importance to mankind. 
Their appearance on buttons is still 
further proof that the hobby is a true 
reflection of our life and times.

“Skating 


_ the growing popularity of ice 
skating, small wonder is it that 
the avid button collector finds an in- 
creasing interest in the large and rare 
brass button called “Skating in Cen- 
tral Park.” Were you a print ¢ol- 
lector and, in culling through an old 
attic trunk, had suddenly come upon 
a genuine Currier & Ives print en- 
titled “Central Park, Winter, Skat- 
ing Pond,” it would have set the 
spark for a celebration. For this 
particular print is a choice item, sell- 
ing not so ‘long ago at more than 
$500. 

In its field, the scarce and interest- 
ing sports button, “Skating in Cen- 
tral Park,” is just as important, for 
the Currier & Ives print served as its 
inspiration and model. Its unex- 
pected discovery today in an old but- 
ton box, or on a button string, gen- 
erates a thrill of grand excitement. 
I had the great fortune of such an 
experience recently in uncovering 
several of these specimens in the 
home of a dear friend, where they 
had remained for many years, having 
graced a dolman long ago. 

When Currier & Ives issued this fa- 
mous print, about 1862, the skating 
technique embraced what was known 
as the Dutch stroke. Perhaps that 
is brought to mind in recalling the 
following verse from McGuffey’s 
Second Reader, under “Winter 
Sports.” 


“But when our lessons all are 
done, 

O then we’re on the ice, sir; 

And by the redly sinking sun, 

We are skating it so nice, sir.” 


What man does not warm to the 
happy memories this little verse re- 
leases, of his boyish spills and thrills 
on the small pond or creek, winter 
afternoons? 


Or of the opportunity 


it gave to clasp hands with his little 
lady-love while gliding along? 

According to some _ authorities, 
about the time the Currier & Ives 
print was published a Mr. Jackson 
Haines, master of the ballet, who had 
been educated abroad, was imbued 
with the idea of rhythmic skating. 
He felt that the mazurka and other 
dances of the time could be success- 
fully followed on ice, and endeavored 
to introduce the style in America. He 
met with failure here, but tried it 
abroad with great success. After 
his death, Irving Brokaw, who had 
witnessed its popularity in Europe, 
returned to America and launched 
this new tempo to skating. It was 
accepted with enthusiasm. Today, 
with the wide acclaim of fancy 
skating, the idea of graceful ballet 
dancing applied to this sport, over 
which Jackson Haines literally broke 
his heart, has come to fruition. 

For some years many of us have 
satisfied our skating yen by being 
spectators merely at the marvelous 
ice carnivals, where fancy skating 
reaches its zenith. Possibly this year, 
with home sports being stressed, there 
may be a return to the wholesome 
winter sport of skating on the pond. 
I am sure those button collectors who 
are skating fans, and are fortunate 
in owning one of the famous Skating 
buttons, will not let the opportunity 
pass to proudly wear it. 

In this present winter of car-less 
evenings, and trip-less week-ends, a 
merry and charming prospect for 
your spare time is a button bee with 
your neighbors and friends. Search 
through the old family button boxes 
and compare notes. Should you be 
inclined towards sports, you will find 
buttons depicting horse racing, golf- 
ing, archery, bathing, tennis and 
others of this character. I promise 
you, your hours will prove far too 
short. Truly the ill wind blows good 
in this instance. 

At first blush, button collecting 
may sound a little peculiar to many 
of us, and I must confess I was one 
of those “unbelievers” for some time. 
But little did I realize the wealth of 
interest, information and miniature 
art I was overlooking. When we 
learn that buttons were first used 
for masculine adornment in expensive 
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and intricate designs, and in succeed- 
ing ages have embraced the arts in 
miniature painting, enamel, cloisonne, 
pearl, brass, tole, glass, jet, and other 
media, the ever widening field, with 
its numerous provocative lanes, be- 


gins to take shape. So do not hesi- 
tate to enter this enchanting sphere. 
You will be astonished at what you 
find.

No More Postman’s Brass 


Buttons for the Duration 

Postal regulations now permit city 
letters carriers to wear plastic or 
other non-metal buttons of a bluish- 
gray color. The designs permitted 
are a letter carrier in uniform with 
mail bag on shoulder and letter in 
uplifted hand or the present design 
with the letters “P. O. D.” beneath 
for coat, overcoat and cape. Vest 
buttons will contain only the letters 
<P. <0) D;” 

Although letter carriers are per- 
mitted to make their own uniforms 
or buy ready-made ones, postal rules 
require that uniforms conform to de- 
partment standards, which have al- 
ways specified the use of metal but- 
tons until the present metal conser- 
vation program was inaugurated.

Cutlery Makers 
Turned Out Buttons 


I wrote the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce regarding F. F. Hassam, 
one-time manufacturer of that city, 
and received the following informa- 
tion: 

“The name of Frederick F. Hassam 
first appeared in our city directo- 
ries in the year 1855, at which time 
Mr. Hassam was partner of the firm 
Kingman and Hassam, cutlers and 
surgical instrument makers, 128 
Washington St., Boston. The other 
partner was L. F. Kingman, who ap- 
pears in the preceding year, 1854, as 
sole proprietor of Kegler and Com- 
pany, who were engaged in the same 
business at the same address. 

“The Kingman and Hassam name 
continued through 1860. From 1861 
to 1865 Frederick F. Hassam appears 
as sole proprietor of Hassam Broth- 
ers, engaged in the same business at 
126 Washington St. From 1866 to 
1869 Mr. Hassam’s name does not 
appear, but in 1870 it is again listed. 
During this ten-year period it is 
listed without a business connection 
but with a residence address.” 

From the foregoing information it 
is assumed that buttons were turned 
out by cutlery and instrument work- 
ers, and that the button I have, 
known as the Pony Express, with 
galloping horse, the letters U. S. A., 
and P. O. D., was made in the 1861 
to 1865 period when Hassam was in 
business by himself. 

I’ve heard it said that the Pony 
Express riders wore no official but- 
tons but tied their clothes together 
with thongs of leather—a rather un- 
natural business, it seems to me. 

I also have three Sheffield buttons 
about the size of a quarter. One has 
a fancy letter “B.” It was made by 
Firmin and Sons, Ltd., Strand, Lon- 
don. Another is a coat-of-arms of 
either the Leslie or the Pepys (Bart) 
family. It was made by G. & W. 
Boggett & Co., London. It has a 
motto, “Mens Cujusque is est quis- 
que,” which means “The mind is the 
man.” My third button pictures a 
half-lion rampant in a crown holding 
an object that resembles a coin. This 
button was made by J. Jackson of 
Birmingham, England. I suppose it 
was also a coat-of-arms button but 
have been unable to find out to what 
family it belonged.—Kate De Neveu, 
Wisconsin.

Rarities 


You button collectors who are ever 
in pursuit of the elusive, here is some- 
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thing that is likely to evade your 
quest. Who knows where to find the 
brass uniform buttons made by the 
Scoville Company for the Lone Star 
Nation of Texas. I have seen only 
one, and that in a museum. There 
is also supposed to be a set of but- 
tons made by this same company for a 
coat presented to General Lafayette 
at the time of his triumphal visit to 
America. Various hostesses teased 
these buttons away from the General, 
according to legend, and every once 
in a while someone claims to have 
discovered the gold Lafayette button. 
A collector told me recently he had 
heard so many of these claims that 
the General must have had his en- 
tire coat covered with buttons.—Larry 
Freeman, Illinois.

Button Topics 

About “Controversial Identities,” as 
set forth in the October HOBBIES, 
Button No. 4, plate 106, answers the 
description of Popogana as given by 
the narrator of “The Magic Flute” 
on the radio one Saturday last win- 
ter. 


There has come to me a very large 
button of the No. 18, page 110 of 
“Button Classics.” The standing 
figure wears a polonaise of the type 
shown in Peterson’s Magazine, Feb- 
ruary, 1870. “Button Classics” 
states: “This button has been called 
Tom Sawyer Down the Mississippi 
and Abe Lincoln but closely examin- 
ing the very largest size, one finds 
that the figure on the flat-bottomed 
boat is that of a woman. What 
woman famous in literature or art 
can this portray?” 


Although “The Lady of Shalott” 
floated down the river, it is quite 
possible she used a paddle to clear 
the bank and reach the current before 
lying down. Women on the whole 
are practical and poets prone to o- 
missions. Also, the time is right for 
Tennyson. 


In my collection I have an inch 
and six-eighths, concave brass button 
showing a boy who resembles Tom 
Sawyer poling a small boat. The 
button is one piece with a heavy rope 
rim, a floral wreath near the rim 
and two trees, two houses and a 
church on the far shore. Another, 
one and one-eighth inches of black- 
ened brass, shows the same buildings 
from another angle with the same 
boy in a boat close to the shore, on 
which a boy is waiting with arm ex- 
tended as if ready to beach the boat. 
These two I call Tom Sawyer and 
Tom and Huck—pending correction. 

If any of your readers have ever 
seen an old, thin, brass (or silvered 
brass) Zodiac button in large or small 
size, of either Aries or Gemini, I 
should be eternally grateful for the 
information. 
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Have lately seen a fine-looking full 
set of 12 reproductions. (I have writ- 
ten proof on this point as of Sep- 
tember, 1941, from the producer.) 
But I have as yet to meet a person of 
competence who can say a full set of

Button Broadside 


Mrs. John J. O’Brien, Washington 
State Button Society, has recently 
added an interesting button broadside 
to her collection of which she may 
well be proud.. The specimen, measur- 
ing 9”x12”, is preserved under a glass 
in a hardwood frame. At the top, in 
large letters, appears the wording, 
“William McCoy,” and beneath is a 
lithograph of that gentleman, sup- 
posedly, with a basket-.on his arm 
from which cards of buttons are 
overflowing. The lithograph is signed 
“N. Orr, sc.” The printing con- 
tinues, “Known as the Button Man is 
In Town.” Buttons are offered at 
“One shilling — or Twelve Cents a 
Dozen.” Mixed in with the prose ad- 
vertising is a 55-line doggerel poem, 
of which the following verses are ex- 
amples: 





“Now good people all, both short 
and tall, 

Just listen to my ditty, 

And [ll tell you a thing or two 

About Providence City. 


“T have buttons, but you can’t buy, 

Just listen to me and I'll tell you 
why: 

Because by this time you all know 
well, 

I have no license here to sell. 


“And now, gentlemen, believe what 
I say, 

I shall sell you no more, but give 
them away; 

I charge a nine-pence for my 
talking, 

And throw my Buttons in for 
nothing.” 


According to further information 
furnished by Mrs. O’Brien, the broad- 
side was printed by one L. Brown, 56 
Central St., Lowell. Says she: “This, 
no doubt, refers to Lowell, Mass. 
From reference to Providence, one 
could guess that McCoy carried his 
black market in buttons all over 
southern New England. It is difficult 
to date accurately, but certainly quite 
early (between 1830-1840, probably 
nearer 1830). The reference to nine 
pence as well as to the paper all in- 
dicate the earlier date.” 


Mrs. O’Brien has recently received 
some interesting information on the 
Republic of Texas Navy button, one 
of which she owns. Her specimen 
is seven-eighths of an inch in di- 
ameter. Under the center of the 
wording “Republic of Texas” is the 
Lone Star symbol and a little below 
and to the right is the Anchor and 
Rope. On the reverse is “J.M.L. & 
W.H. Scovill, Waterbury,” and “Extra 
Superfine.” The marking and Texas 
history place it between 1836 and 
1845. Information supplied to Mrs. 
O’Brien by the Scovill Manufacturing 
Company states that the firm received 
the order for this type of button in 
1836. This concern further remarked 
that this type of button is now rare, 
but that there is one in the Alamo, 
and two in their own museum. 





BUTTON SERIES 


David F. Johnson of New Jersey is 
issuing his button studies in pam- 
phlet form. It is too bad that he 
did not prolong his first ones until 
he had the series complete so that it 
could be bound in book form. In 
this way the collectors would be able 
to preserve the material much better. 
After the series is complete, many 
will want to have it bound and that 
will cost each one considerable for 
the individual binding. These pam- 
phlets show considerable research. In 
one he gives a list of manufacturers 
of buttons, the year they operated; 
in another, a description of the mili- 
tary buttons of the United States 
armed services. His research has 
added considerable to button knowl- 
edge.

ws Pays to Advertise” was a slogan 

coined at the turn of the century 
to meet the crying need for wider 
distribution of manufactured goods 
by a rapidly expanding national in- 
dustry. It has passed into the idiom 
of our speech as a truism, as potent 
today as when it was first enunciated. 
Never has advertising been so elab- 
orate, graphic, the script so appeal- 
ing and convincing. All the arts and 
sciences have been brought to bear 
upon page after page of beautiful, 
smooth, cool and sophisticated dis- 
play and copy. Millions are being 
spent by far-sighted industrialists to 
keep their firm names and peacetime 
products before the buying public. 
While they devote all-out energies to 
the war effort, their highly-paid pub- 
licity agencies have the green light 
to go ahead and tell their friends 
what they are now daing and will 
continue to do until victory is curs, 
but not to forget to sign, “Yours 
Faithfully,” for the future. It is all 
very heartening, very sound, and also 
good business. 


What has all this to do with an- 
tiques? Just this: selling antiques 
is, collectively, a major enterprise. 
One might even say antiques have 
moved over into the category of neces- 
sities, fulfilling an aesthetic and con- 
structive utilitarian need, pointing 
up our patriotism in a tangible, sub- 
stantial fashion, giving occupational 
recreation to thousands of our over- 
worked citizens in their off hours, and 
providing incomes to other thousands 
who are unfitted for gainful work in 
any other field. American antiques, 
save the rarer specimens, are cheaper 
than their reproductions. It is, 
therefore, less expensive to furnish a 
home with antique originals than 1e- 
productions of identical pieces. 


The antique business is worth 
preservation at considerable cost. It 
should forthwith set about saving it- 
self by formulating a policy along the 
same lines pursued by other business 
people. The argument may be ad- 
vanced that it does not further the 
defense program. How else are 


those who have devoted all their lives 
to selling and restoring antiques to 
earn money to buy bonds and stamps 
except to continue selling? Antique 
dealers are citizens like the butcher 
and baker. They pay taxes, buy 
bonds, and otherwise contribute their 
share to all our institutions. This is 
the crucial moment for them to put 
their best foot foremost and show 
their mettle. Instead of complaining 
about poor business, do something 
about it. Everyone wants something 
old, rare, interesting or amusing. 
Only a magician could supply these 
vast wants. If a community cannot 
absorb stock in a locality saturated 
with competition, sacrifice something 
rare and reach out into the country 
through advertising and find an out- 
let elsewhere. 


Never has there been such anima- 
tion in the antique world. If stock 
doesn’t move, it is buried treasure. 
Bring it to the attention of those who 
are searching for it. It will move 
fast enough unless one imagines it 
is the last of its kind existent. Per- 
haps the old policy of doubling every 
investment is out for the duration, 
perhaps it is gone forever; but vol- 
ume sales will take care of that, and 
also those who have dabbled in sell- 
ing for a pastime. Antique selling is 
a business no less than marketing 
pork or any other commodity. Put it 
on a businesslike basis, begin careful 
bookkeeping, keep card index files, 
carbon copies of correspondence, and 
let no opportunity pass to extend 
one’s frontiers in the national market. 


If one has good things, don’t be 
timid about saying so, but say it with 
grace and dignity. Ballyhoo adver- 
tising is passé. No opprobrium at- 
taches to pride in one’s merchandise. 
Every salesman of a good product 
spares no pains to present it in the 
most favorable light. Our business 
is legitimate, built up in many in- 
stances at great expense of time, 
labor and personal sacrifice. If we 
are to weather the war years, now is 
the time to present our service af- 
firmatively. Art is permanent, all 
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antiques are art, hallowed by age 
and consecrated by enlightened and 
discriminating approval of the initi- 
ate. A great many persons, mindful 
of the disposition on the part of a 
few dealers to panic, are prowling 
the antique shops for bargains; many 
are highly successful. There are 
such things as stiffening the market, 
creating a market, preventing raid- 
ing and unnecessary liquidation. If 
certain antiques are good _ invest- 
ments, they are as good for the deal- 
er as anyone else. They require 
neither food, clothing nor heat. If 
a dealer must take a defense job in 
order to pull through, advertise and 
carry on as a sideline. Many are 
doing this with excellent results. 
In order to advertise effectively, 
several factors must be carefully 
studied. First, careful attention to 
trends in interior decoration from 
publications devoted to this art. 
Second, study what is being called 
for, assort and classify all mail in- 
quiries. Information drawn from 
these sources will serve as a guide in 
buying. Then buy carefully, econom- 
ically, and, what one may sell at 
reasonable profit. The wise ones are 
taking less profit and making it up 
on increased volume. Gradually work 
into specialties. Don’t buy indis- 
criminately merchandise which one 
has never handled, or which has 
moved slowly. There are others who 
are possibly known for the very item 
which you have bid in at an auction, 
carried away by the excitement of 
outbidding a competitor. Very like- 
ly you have paid more for it than 
you can get retail and must sell at 
a loss. There is very little enjoy- 
ment in losing on an investment. 
Co-operation is the keynote of suc- 
cess in mail-order selling. As soon 
as responses begin coming in from ad- 
vertising, reply to them as early as 
possible. Build up good-will. If 
photographs and descriptions cannot 
be sent at once, reply to the inquiry 
on a penny post-card, telling when 
these may be expected. It is the 
courtesy due those who are suffi- 
ciently interested in one’s advertising 
to inquire about one’s offerings. On 
the other hand, there is an obligation 
on the part of the inquirer frequent- 
ly overlooked. When a dealer has 
used up the few moments of leisure 
one ever has to describe minutely and

make drawings or photographs of 
items in which there is an interest, 
it would seem that reciprocal courtesy 
also demanded some kind of response. 
A post-card saying it was not quite 
what the inquirer wanted, or a little 
more than he wanted to pay—a cross 
section of these responses would sup- 
ply a helpful index to the dealer for 
future quotations. Perhaps, without 
any guide in pricing an item other 
than cost price, which is sometimes 
no criterion at all, this co-operation 
would serve to bring many desirable 
items within the purchasing range of 
a greater number of buyers. But all 
too often painstaking effort to de- 
scribe fully and furnish photographs 
fall into a well and are never heard 
from again. We advocate a follow- 
up in such cases if the dealer can af- 
ford the time. Other businesses do, 
so why shouldn’t we? Why should 
the antique dealer be considered a 
pest any more than countless other 
enterprises which flourish on “vivid- 
ness, frequency and repetition.” We 
are regaled with it in newspapers, 
periodicals and on the radio and are 
not offended. Why should an imper- 
sonal post-card inquiring whether 
Aunt Samantha’s spoons were satis- 
factory or not be taken amiss. Those 
who have tried the follow-up have 
found it quite successful in most 
cases. 

A custom seems to have prevailed 
not to reply when an item was not 
bought, and thus the habit of dead 
silence—an advertising casualty. 

For those who send out lists, and 
most advertisers do, the best method 
of acquiring a mailing list for direct 
advertising is through published ad- 
vertising in a medium of wide circu- 
lation. If one drops published ad- 
vertising, the public naturally thinks 
something is wrong and shifts to 
other sources. Hence, it is an advan- 
tage, as our industrialists know, to 
keep one’s name and merchandise be- 
fore the public. ‘“Vividness, frequen- 
cy, and repetition,” lest we forget; 
conditioning to keep the market alive 
and expectant. Aside from all this, 
a certain prestige attaches to pub- 
lished advertising. When others en- 
gaged in similar pursuits advertise, 
those who do not are somewhat at a 
disadvantage. They may have a good 
and profitable limited clientele, but 
the fact remains that those who fol- 
low the trails pointed by advertising 
are not likely to go out of their way 
to find them, and no one has too 
many paying customers. 

Now that gasoline rationing has 
curtailed extended buying trips, most 
dealers must depend upon mail-order 
buying or see their stocks dwindle 
to the vanishing point. In the months 
to come, “wants” should about bal- 
ance offerings. Those unaccustomed 
to buying and selling by mail-order 
would do well to practice accurate de- 
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scriptions, learn to print clearly, to 
call things by their right names, to 
read over what they write, to put 
themselves in the other person’s place 
to see whether they are understand- 
able, to lay in a supply of post-cards, 
to be alert for every opportunity to 
sell and, finally, not to let sales Slip 
by through inability to tell simply, 
accurately and legibly what they have 
to offer. One of the most efficient 
mail-order dealers we have encoun- 
tered was a woman, almost illiterate, 
but extraordinarily articulate, who 
used much paper and‘ spelled ~ fan- 
tastically, managing, however, to de- 
scribe her wares so fully and graph- 
ically that there was no mistake about 
appearance or merit. Interspersed 
with her choice descriptions were 
homely witticisms which made buy- 
ing from her a pure joy. She en- 
joyed selling; she loved her antiques 
and her fellowman. She was not as 
dull as a frog, chary of being agree- 
able. She went out of her way to 
co-operate. She was the ideal dealer. 


There are many pitfalls in mail- 
order selling, human nature being 
what it is; some of us are honest, 
some are not. Technically, the cus- 
tomer is entitled to see what he buys, 
but practical experience has taught 
many dealers that, without a sub- 
stantial deposit in advance of ship- 
ment, it is not practical to send mer- 
chandise on approval. Why?  Be- 
cause of a large number of items 
which are returned broken without 
the slightest trace of evidence in the 
parcel of damage in transit. 

The wise dealer wraps each piece 
separately and ties it in paper which 
will hold all pieces together in case 
of breakage. When a customer re- 
turns merchandise, for  self-protec- 
tion, this is good practice. Once 
the parcel is out of sight the dealer 
loses all control over its destiny. 
It may arrive broken; it may be 
broken by the customer, although we 
have never heard of one who wrote to 
say how sorry they were that they 
broke something and, although it was 
not just what they wanted, they 
would none the less pay for it. One 
wonders whether that is expecting too 
much of human nature. Perhaps so, 
in which case the soundest policy 
seems to be a deposit in advance of 
shipment, or the full amount—mer- 
chandise returnable for refund after 
five days if not satisfactory. 

The dealer feels downright squeam- 
ish about holding up the express com- 
pany for damages for which one 
is almost positive they are not at 
fault. The agent may be his neigh- 
bor and privy to the vagaries of 
humankind. Occasionally an item is 
sent on approval‘ and a counter of- 
fer is made after arrival. If the 
dealer refuses the offer, these items 
invariably arrive damaged. Of 
course one can never get a satisfac- 
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tory explanation from the consignee 
in such eases. Usually if one asks the 
mere formality of a statement of 
condition “of merchandise when 
shipped, such inquiry is treated as an 
insult direct. To .eliminate all fric- 
tion the best policy seems to be cash— 
or part at least—in advance, goods 
returnable intact after five days for 
refund if not satisfactory. 

If a parcel arrives damaged, the 
dealer or customer should call the ex- 
press company at once to inspect 
both the damage and wrapping. If 
a customer, notify the dealer without 
delay so that the original invoice may 
be filed with the express company to 
facilitate adjustment of claim. Over- 
sights do occur among all of us. 
Dealers sometimes buy damaged mer- 
chandise without knowing it them- 
selves. If by accident a piece listed 
as proof should be found imperfect, 
the kindly thing is to notify the deal- 
er at once, return merchandise for 
refund or adjustment. The ex- 
perienced and kindly dealer will al- 
ways recognize that he may have 
overlooked such imperfection and 
hasten to make adjustment. On 
either side, acrimonious letters do not 
promote goodwill, nor are they con- 
ducive to profitable business. 

It is quite unnecessary for another 
dealer, or private buyer, to write a 
dealer to say how very important he 
or she is in their state, city or com- 
munity, and that the dealer should 
know that the kind of merchandise 
sent was not the kind stocked, or col- 
lected. The eminence of a buyer 
bears no relation whatever to a sales

transaction. Many quite modest per- 
sons practice self-denial to collect 
rare objects; in fact, nurses, teachers, 
firemen, policemen, truckmen—all 
skilled craftsmen— are ardent col- 
lectors and comprise a steady clien- 
tele for the urban dealer.

Against the background of 
this array of cash customers, a few 
persons more fortunately situated are 
not impressive. Nor, it might be 
added, is the circumstance of good 
fortune or position any recommenda- 
tion as to behavior under certain con- 
ditions.

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A NEW GOWN IN THE LONG AGO 
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By LILY C. KINEALY 


Lily, Hazel, Rose, Myrtle, Daisy, 
Fern or Violet—it was the vogue in 
those days to name daughters after 
flowers—was to have a new gown. 
Trite as the idea seems, it had a deep 
significance in a young girl’s life, 
whether or not she bore the name of 
a flower. First came the serious dis- 
cussion as to the proper shade and 
material; the occasions upon which 
it would be worn were considered— 
church, lectures, promenades, visiting. 
Then the procession proceeded to an 
exclusive emporium, where a_ sheet 
of “foolscap” paper, entirely filled 
with notes, guided the shopper 
through a maze of details. 

After the first stop a sample of 
material selected was fastened to the 
foolscap sheet of paper and purchas- 
ing continued. Lining; two kinds: 
heavy for skirt and lighter weight 
called silesia for waist. Canvas for la- 
pels, collars and cuffs. And another 
canvas to make the hem of skirt flare. 
Buckram—a stiffening for huge 
sleeve tops; spools of matched silk 
sewing thread; ditto, cotton thread; 
button hole twist; seam binding and 
shields for dress protection; whale 
bones for waist’s shaping; wire- 
covered braces to hold up the collar; 
hooks and eyes and a special kind of 
braid to protect bottom of skirt; trim- 
mings galore—silk, lace, braid, pearls, 
beads; jet, gilt or silver ornaments; 
buttons; chiffon for vestee; velvet or 
ribbon for girdle. 

All these, and more, purchases con- 
cluded with “charge and send, please” 
and the tired shoppers left the em- 
porium, walked several blocks and 
entered a one-horse car; they trudged 
through the straw on the floor, there 
to keep the passengers’ feet warm, up 
to the fare box into which their 
nickles jingled, and rode homeward. 

Next day, what looked like a bolt 
of blue merino (the serviceable ma- 
teriable chosen), as so much material 
for a gown was required in those 
days, arrived; also filling the hall 
table were many other packages. 
Next was the engaging of a seam- 
stress, who must come highly recom- 
mended, and this sometimes took a 
week or more. “Godey’s Lady’s 
Book” or “Harpers Book of Fashions” 
was studiously conned until a model, 
or more often several models making 
a composite, was decided upon.

Later bastings were removed and 
the gown pressed. At length the 
procession of gown stages ceased and

Perhaps you would like to know a 
sidelight on John Henry, the antique 
dealer shown in the picture on your 
October cover. He is one of the 
greatest living authorities on Mary, 
Queen of Scots. He spent years and 
years tracing down and authenticat- 
ing the only known original portrait 
of her. You may recall that a 
Baltimorean owned the ring Eliza- 
beth gave to Essex and that after 
Elizabeth and Essex was published, 
he sent it back to the crown and it 
now rests in a lovely old case in West- 
minster Abbey. 

In the course of John Henry’s in- 
vestigation authenticating the official 
portrait of Mary Stuart, clues led 
again and again to Baltimore. Final- 
ly someone there, he did not tell me 
who, did give him certain data which 
led to the complete authentication. I 
assume it was the man who owned 
the Essex ring. 

When the late beloved Stefan 
Zweig gathered his material for his 
sympathetic biography of Marie, he 
went straight to John Henry and to- 
gether they checked .every little de- 
tail. Any portion of it which is at 
all mirky is just as far as they were 
able to authenticate their material.—

The clock we illustrate this month 
was made by Abiel Chandler (son of 
Timothy Chandler, Concord, N. H.) 
in 1829. The solid mahogany case is 
29% inches high by 13% inches wide. 
It is an eight-day, hand-made, brass- 
movement specimen. 

It has the famous “Off Side Es- 
cape,” which was invented by Tim- 
othy Chandler. These clocks are 
noted for their accurate time-keeping. 
One of the interesting features of 
this clock is the label, which is 
illustrated. Labels in clocks were 
not in extensive use until after 1800. 
Note the directions that Abiel gave 
concerning the exact location of his 
clock shop. 

When he told his customers it was 
80 rods south of the capitol, it made 
it easy to locate for people who drove 
into town from the surrounding 
countryside. Of course all the people 
in Coneord knew where the Chandler 
Clock Shop was. 

Then, too, Abiel was not averse to

using his father’s name, as the elder 
Chandler had built up a splendid rep- 
utation as a skilled clock maker, and 
when he said on his label “At the old 
stand of Timothy Chandler,” he was 
paying tribute to his father’s name, 
but reminding people his clock stood 
for quality. As a matter of fact, 
the Chandler family stood high in the 
community. The clock business was 
dominated by the Chandlers and the 
Hutchins Brothers (Levi and Abiel), 
and both concerns covered a long 


period in the history of Concord. 
Both these families were highly re- 
spected. 

We show these two pictures 


through the courtesy of Bob Bristol, 
and the clock graces the wall in the 
living room of the old colonial ‘Mus- 
ter Field Farm.” This place has been 
restored to its original condition and 
the massive fireplace, with the origi- 
nal equipment, is a delight to all 
visitors. 

This farm was where the soldiers 
of colonial days met to drill and pre- 
pare themselves for the struggle for 
liberty. The high elevation of the 
farm gives a most charming view of 
the surrounding mountains and hills 
of old New Hampshire. And right 
now it is a gorgeous sight; the trees 
are at the peak of their brilliant fall 
foliage and are just one mass of color. 

I have never seen New Hampshire 
more beautiful. Wish all you clock 
fans could visit this charming spot 
today (Columbus Day). I know you 
would be thrilled by its beauty. In- 
cidentally, the Bristol homestead is 
not just acreage by any means. Bob

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THE ROBERTSON FAMILY AND 
DEDHAM POTTERY 


By THELMA SHULL 


HEN James Robertson sailed for 

America with his family during 
the early 1850’s, he was an ex- 
perienced worker in the pottery in- 
dustry. At an early age he was 
employed in the same establishment 
in Dysart, Scotland, where his father 
was head workman. When he was 16, 
he obtained employment in another 
pottery; and he continued to move 
from one establishment to another as 
better positions were available, learn- 
ing the many branches of the art. In 
the United States, he worked at five 
different potteries before joining his 
sons in their newly established man- 
ufactory at Chelsea, Mass. 

In an old varnish factory at Chel- 
sea, Alexander W. Robertson, a son 
of James, started a pottery in 1866. 
Two years later his brother Hugh 
joined him at his work, and the firm 


was known as the A. W. and H. C. 
Robertson pottery. Flower pots, bean 
pots, and ferneries were the staple 
products at this time. On June 1, 
1872, James Robertson left his po- 
sition as manager of the East Boston 
Pottery to become associated with his 
two sons, 

About 1875 the firm was making 
copies of old Grecian and Roman 
vases. Their best pieces were in red 
bisque with black decorations. Al- 
though some vases were copies of 
classical pieces, others were made 
in original forms with carving in 
relief, graving in the paste, or mould- 
ing in relief used as ornamentation. 
The first of these methods produced 
especially fine examples, and con- 
noisseurs began taking notice of the 
firm’s productions. 

Another of their art products was 
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a gray colored earthenware slightly 
tinged with blue and _ brilliantly 
glazed. This was considered more 
attractive by some than the pieces 
made after the style of Limoges 
faience, in which they applied the 
colors directly to the unbaked clay. 

After James Robertson became a 
member of the firm, pressed clay tiles 
with faience glazes were introduced 
and are believed to be the first of this 
type made in the United States. 
These were awarded first prize at the 
Massachussetts Charitable Mechanics 
Association Exhibition held in 1878. 
The firm was now known as the 
Chelsea Keramic Art Works. 


Two years later James Robert- 
son died. He was 70 years old. In 
1884, Alexander left to go to Cali- 
fornia and his brother Hugh re- 
mained to carry on the work. In 
that year he began making a stone- 
ware somewhat resembling Parian in 
appearance and possessing a hard, 
vitrified body. He was continually 
experimenting and was especially 
seeking the secret formulas used in

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making the famous Chinese sang de 
boeuf or ox-blood. After several 
years of patient work, his efforts 
were crowned with success. Besides 
making the true ox-blood, he could 
as readily produce a deep sea-green, 
apple-green, mustard-yellow, maroon, 
rich purple and greenish-blue. 


The secret of making Japanese 
crackle ware was also re-discovered 
by this eminent and industrious pot- 
ter. He used a grey background with 
a blue crackle glaze. Although he 
was making beautiful and unusual 
pieces at this time, the experiments 
were especially expensive and the 
public’s support was not sufficient 
to allow him to keep the pottery in 
operation. It was closed in 1889. 


On July 17th, 1891, another com- 
pany was formed and Hugh Robert- 
son became manager. This firm was 
organized as the Chelsea Pottery, 
U. S. The dampness of the location 
seemed unprofitable for the making 
of the wares, and a new location was 
sought. Dedham, Mass., was finally 
decided upon and the pottery was 
moved. Production was begun there 
in 1895, and the firm was now known 
as the Dedham Pottery. The decora- 
tions on the crackle ware were in co- 


balt blue and entirely freehand 
drawn, no decaicomania or stencil 
being used. It was this hand work 


which gave to each piece a special in- 
terest. Even in the moulds, the ware 
was hand-made, no pull-down being 
employed. Of course this meant that 
the pieces varied slightly in size and 
were often a little irregular in shape. 
Sometimes the crackle glaze was al- 
lowed to run down over only a part 
of the piece, giving it a unique ef- 
fect; or the crackle took the form of 
a spider web which was especially 
interesting.

All of these were made in sets of 
tableware. The Rabbit pattern was 
their best known and also their trade 
mark. Plates were carried in all 
patterns, but other pieces were made 
when ordered. Customers were en- 
couraged to mix the patterns in com- 
bining table sets, and many preferred 
to do this. 

In a recent catalog of the firm, the 
Clover, Chicken, Lion and Birds in 
Orange Tree patterns were omitted 
from the above group. The ten-inch 
plates were listed at $36 per dozen 
and tea cups at $18 per dozen. A- 
mong the incidental pieces made were 
flower holders, knife rests, bunny 
paperweights, coasters and boots. 

And now a word about some of 
the artists who created these patterns 
and designed the vases made by the 
pottery. The Dolphin, Iris, Magnolia, 
Water Lily and several others were 
adapted by Charles E. Mills. Den- 
man Ross designed the Lion pattern 
and Joseph Lindon Smith, who has 
mural paintings in the Boston Public 
Library and Horticultural Hall, 
Philadelphia, created the Rabbit, the 
Poppy, and the Fish patterns. Other 
artists were Miss K. E. De Golier, 
John G. Low, Mr. Robertson and 
students of the Art Museum school. 
Mr. Robertson had a number of ten- 
inch plaques after Doré’s illustra- 
tions of La Fontaine’s Fables. There 
was “The Wolf Turned Shepherd” 
and others. 

From 1875 to 1889, the mark im- 
pressed on the pottery made by the 
Robertson family was 

K . A 
Ww 

which stood for Chelsea Keramic Art 
Works. Another mark used during 
this same period and until 1890 was 
Chelsea Keramic Art Works, Robert- 
son & Sons. During 1891 and 1892, 
they used a clover leaf with the 
initials C P U S, which meant Chel- 
sea Pottery, United States, to dif- 
ferentiate it from the Chelsea firm 
in England. About 1893 the rabbit 
was used as a trade mark, and later 
the rabbit was placed in a square and 
the name added. This was impressed 
or stamped on the ware. 

Hugh Cornwall Robertson died in 
1908. He was succeeded by his son 
William, who died in 1929. J. Milton 
Robertson, son of William, followed 
in the footsteps of his illustrious 


_father, grandfather and great grand- 


father. He is the seventh generation 
in this family who has been actively 
associated with the pottery industry. 

Time has brought changes. and the 
Dedham Pottery has suspended opera- 
tions for the duration of the war. 
However, the men who built into these 
potteries their hopes and aspirations 
have left practical examples of their 
dreams which will carry on their 
names and remain as symbols of dis- 
tinctive American art.

MYSTERY 
TUMBLER 


A New Jersey collector, James F. A. 


Phillips, has set the tumbler, 
which you see pictured here, high on 
a shelf, lest it become broken. Its 
mystery has not yet been solved com- 
pletely. It’s a sort of a Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde. 

The tumbler is small, squatty and 
heavy with, rather grotesque but with- 
al attractive pattern known as Eye 
and Scale, which consists ef six large 
oval eyes spaced around the circum- 
ference near the rim, alternating 
with six upright pole-like pillars. 
Under each eye and strung between 
the poles are four heavy sagging 
drapes extending down the side of 
the tumbler to the bottom which, 
with the poles, gives the appearance 
of a 12-scalloped or footed bottom. 
On the bottom these scallops are 
semi-cone-like, and converge into the 
center, making a kind of a sunburst 
or pinwheel desigm 

Mr. Phillips believes, from infor- 
mation that he has acquired and 
from the general appearance of the 
tumbler, that it was produced at 
Sandwich. And says he: “I believe 
this is the tumbler that revolutionized 
the glassmaking industry, and marked 
the end of the old blowing and mold- 
ing periods and the beginning of the 
pressing epoch. The sides of this 
tumbler show signs of having been 
first blown into a mold, the pontil 
marks broken off and then pressed; 
the inside of the bottom is smooth, 
indicating pressing, which seems to 
bear out my theory that this is a 
transition tumbler—probably first 
blown and then pressed. The fact 
that its background is so confusing 
makes it a real mystery. 

“Deming Jarvis, the founder of 
Sandwich glass, was the first to pro- 
duce successfully quantity pressing of 
glass. His method may be truly 
called the beginning of mass produc- 
tion in the industry. 

“The first piece of volume pressed 
glass made in the Sandwich plant was 
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a small beaker or tumbler. This was 
in 1827. One of these tumblers was 
kept by Sandwich and exhibited at 
the Centennial Exposition at Phila- 
delphia in 1876. There it was broken 
and all traces of actual existence of 
contemporary pieces of the same de- 
sign seemed extinct. In late years, 
three tumblers resembling the piece 
exhibited at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial have turned up, according 
to information available to the writer. 
We found our specimen near Tren- 
ton, N. J., several years ago, and 
set to work to identify it from old 
woodcuts of the piece exhibited in 
the Centennial exhibition. 

“The glass in our specimen is fine, 
typical early Sandwich, and the pat- 
tern seems to be the forerunner of the 
Drape design.”

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Another Chapter in 
AMERICAN GLASS HISTORY 


Those who seek to preserve the 
story of the American glass factories 
will find old newspapers of con- 
siderable help. The experienced re- 
search worker has already found this 
source of information invaluable in 
tracking down elusive information. 

For instance, the Somerville, Mass., 
Journal, in its issue of Novem- 
ber 27, 1875, gave interesting infor- 
mation about the Union Glass Com- 
pany, located in that city. The story 
helps fill in an interesting chapter 
on the history of cut glass in partic- 
ular. In this sketch the newspaper 
writer said: “The pots for melting 
the material hold 3,200 to 3,300 
pounds of liquid glass in its heated 
state—the ingredients being  salt- 
petre, red lead, pearl-ash and sand 
almost white and fine as flour.” 


Other notes from this edition are 
extracted for us by Edward J. Mazer- 
ski, who supplies the following data: 

“Reference is made to the gather- 
ing of 30 people to watch the blowing 
of a glass shade to be sent to the 
Centennial Exposition, Philadelphia 
(1876). Thomas Degnan was the 
principal man in the work of blowing 
shades, the first one of which was 
five feet in height and 63 inches 
in circumference and weighed 23 
pounds; the second one was 43 inches 
high and 63 inches in circumference. 
But neither of these was satisfactory. 
A third and fourth also had flaws, 
but the fifth attempt was a success- 
ful one, and the centennial shade for 
the Philadelphia Exposition was 48 
inches high and 74 inches in circum- 
ference, and weighed nearly 75 
pounds. This company has never 
been satisfied with doing small 
things; the biggest and best they 
must turn out or none at all. One 
of the company’s greatest feats was 
the forming of a giant cut glass bowl 
on a high standard ordered by Tif- 
fany & Company of New York, and 
when cut valued by them at $3,000. 
Many other unique pieces have been 
turned out by the company and may 
be found in the most palatial hotels 
and residences of the United States. 

“Its vases and bowls, tumblers, 
pitchers, all sorts of bric-a-brac and 
tableware in cut glass are distributed 
all over the country. Orders came 
from the greatest art establishments 
for particular pieces of glass, some- 
times colossal, sometimes dainty and 
delicate. 

“The speciality of the company was 
eut glass blanks, and they were cut 
into glittering objects of beauty at 
leading establishments for this par- 
ticular branch of work, but there

were some exquisite specimens of 
gold-blown vases and dishes, as well 
as beautiful opalescent and enamel 
glass. 

“The concern was established when 
Cambridge and Somerville, Mass., 
formed the center of the great glass 
blowing industry. The business was 
started in 1852 by Emery Houghton, 
and existed for 10 years before the 
Union Glass Company was formed. 
At one time the capitalists now 
known as the Standard Oil crowd had 
an interest in it, and in the early 
years John D. Rockefeller occasional- 
ly came to Somerville to look over 
the operation of the plant. Active 
competition from the West and South 
had overcome all the glass-making 
concerns which were formerly neigh- 
bors of the Union Glass Company. 
One by one they succumbed entirely 
and moved away to places nearer a 
base of supplies. 

“By devoting its energies to turn- 
ing out the very best quality of glass, 
in forms which only the most skilled 
workmen could approach, the Union 
Glass Company had survived the com- 
petitive strain. Late years of the 
company had seen a steady progress 
and thousands of dollars were spent 
in improving the plant and _ intro- 
ducing the latest devices for success- 
ful work. About 200 men were em- 
ployed and it was fascinating to 
watch the precision of their work. 
Julian de Cordova was the president 
and owner of the company, and 
Charles H. Glazier was treasurer and 
manager. 

“In the making of the best cut 
glass ware, the Union Glass Company 
had no competitor nearer than Vir- 
ginia or Pennsylvania. All the fine 
art, the exquisite touches of color and 
decoration were brought to a high 
state of development at this factory. 
In 1862 the art of silvering glass was 
brought to Somerville, and this was 
improved and perfected by the Union 
Glass Company men. In 1893 the 
company made Kew-Blas, similar to 
The name 
Kew-Blas was derived from the man- 
ager’s name in that year, W. S. Blake. 

“Few people realize the infinite 
labor and patience required to turn 
out fine glass. Only the best grades 
of sand can be used in the first 
place, and while the process of for- 
mation is going on, a moment’s hesi- 
tancy in twirling the mass of molten 
glass will ruin it and, as it grows 
cold, a tap can send it inte a thousand 
pieces. Carelessness in a glass blow- 
er is unpardonable. Besides his li- 
ability to accidents, a speck or a tiny 
bubble in the glass spoils the work 
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and it must be done over. Not in- 
frequently a large piece of cut glass 
had to be done over several times be- 
fore a perfect result was obtained. 
This is one of the reasons why cut 
glass was expensive; but considering 
the education and skill required from 
the moment the melted glass is taken 
from the pot until the cutter has 
given the last touch, the wonder is 
that the price was kept down so low. 

“The work of the Union Glass Com- 
pany has contributed in no small 
measure to the triumph of American 
cut glass over European ware. Only 


-20 years ago imported cut glass 


was considered the superior of the 
American, but conditions were re- 
versed. American cut glass is the best 
and is so recognized even in Europe. 

“People were always welcome to 
inspect this manufactory, and it was 
an object lesson in care and patience 
and mastery of detail to see the mol- 
ten mass turned into beautiful ar- 
ticles. Somerville has many indus- 
tries, but none which tends more to 
the manufacture of the useful and 
artistic than the closed and destroyed 
Union Glass Company. The factory 
closed in 1927 and the buildings were 
razed in 1933.”

The White Elephant 


This caption may be a misnomer, 
for the elephant glass or Jumbo pat- 
tern is far from being unwanted. 
There has always been a question, 
however, as to where this glass was 
made. Mrs. Lee attributes the glass 
to the Canton Glass Company of 
Canton, Ohio, and there is no doubt 
that the patented spoonholder was 
made there in 1884. It now seems, 
however, that other pieces of the 
pattern, particularly those with the 
etched band, were made slightly 
earlier and at a different glass fac- 
tory. The Brilliant Glass Company 
of LaGrange, Ohio, is said to have 
made many of these forms beginning 
in 1861. An examination of the 
various forms of Jumbo glass indi- 
cates the difficulty of attributing the 
pattern to any particular glass house. 
One thing alone is certain; all makers 
were influenced by the public furor 
which was created by P. T. Barnum’s 
mighty seven-ton show-piece. Thus, 
once again, the popular fancy of the 
moment was caught in glass and pre- 
served as a reminder to posterity.— 
Larry Freeman, Illinois.

Postal Laws and Regulations now 
require that all air-mail parcels be 
inspected before being dispatched on 
a plane. The reason given for this 
new regulation is to make sure that 
no inflammable, explosive or other un- 
mailable matter is enclosed. 


Each sealed parcel must bear the 
endorsement “Postmaster: This pack- 
age may be opened for Postal Inspec- 
tion, if necessary.” The mailer is 
required to open ara reseal the pack- 
age in the presence of a postal em- 
ployee when mailing at a post-office. 
Sealed matter dispatched in street 
collection boxes which do not bear 
the inspection endorsement will be 
held by the post-office and the sender 
contacted, if known, and the sender 
will then be required to place the 
endorsement on the package. If the 
sender can not be located the parcel 
is to be given dispatch by surface 
transportation.

The first Post Office Department 
auction of stamps and coins salvage 
from the dead-letter office was 
scheduled to be held in Washington, 
November 10. All sales of stamps 
and coins in the past have been made 


at the annual general auction sales 
of dead-letter office parcels. 


The sale, which was held in con- 
nection with the weekly meeting of 
the Collectors Club of Washington, 
was conducted entirely by postal em- 
ployees and consisted of 188 lots. 

Included in the sale were the fol- 
lowing: 

1,965 foreign approval sheets, 2,040 
foreign packets, 38 boxes of foreign 
stamps, 6 albums and 6 stock books 
of stamps, 133 United States approv- 
al sheets, 25 boxes of United States 
Stamps, 1,500 First-day covers, 513 
First-flight covers, including a num- 
ber of Trans-Atlantic and Trans- 
Pacific, 125 Naval covers, about 1,885 
U. S. and foreign coins and bills 
and miscellaneous items.

Rogers, former philatelic agent of the 
Post Office Department, was killed in 
action in the South Pacifie area. 


Major Rogers was philatelic agent 
from 1936 until he was called into 


_active duty with the Marine Corps 


late in 1940. He was well known in 
the stamp world and was brought into 
association with innumerable philate- 
lists on his first-day-cover tours. It 
is believed that his death was the first 
fatality among employees of the 
postal service now serving with the 
armed forces.

Algeria—Three new denominations 
have been issued. They are 70-cen- 
times, sepia, depicting a view of Al- 
geria, 40c, gray-green, illustrating the 
Grand Mosque and 90c plus 60¢c, 
scarlet, semipostal, showing the Arc 
de Tromphe. 

Argentina—A new commemorative 
was issued October 12 to commemo- 
rate the 450th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus. 

Bahamas—Special stamps were 
sold at Nassau on October 12, 450th 
anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Columbus. No new stamps 
were issued because of the war, but 
current stamps were surcharged with 
the commemorative dates. It is be- 
lieved that Columbus first landed on 
San Salvador or Watlin Island, one of 
the Bahamas. 

Denmark—Two new postage stamps 
were issued in honor of King Chris- 
tian’s birthday. The stamps bore a 
portrait of the King and are 10-ore, 
purple and 20-ore, red. 

Paraguay—A series + commemo- 
rating the 400th anniversary of the 
founding of Ascension has been is- 
sued. On the 5-peso, red, and the 
70p, brown, the design shows “the 
vision of Iala,” on the 7p blue, and 
500p, green, is the national coat-of 
arms and on the 2p, green, and 20p, 
violet, is a design showing an In- 
dian. The higher values in different 
colors are used for airmail use. 

Switzerland—The annual Pro Ju- 
ventute series will be issued on De- 
cember 1. The stamps are to remain 
on sale until] December 31 and to be 
valid for postage until May 31, 1943, 
only. These stamps are for youth 
and are semi-postal varieties. The 
denominations, colors and designs 
are: 5-centimes plus 5c, green, show- 
ing a large portrait of Niklaus Rig- 
genbach (1817-1899), engineer and 
mechanic, with cogwheel and track 
showing; 10c plus 5c, brown and 
yellow, portrait of a young girl with 
church steeples in background; 20c 
plus 5c, red and yellow, portrait of 
Swiss girl in native costume, and 
30ec plus 10c, dark blue, with portrait 
of Konrad Escher von der Linth 
(1767-1823), engineer and builder of 
canals.

A GLOBE FOR CHRISTMAS 


The use of a well-marked globe in 
schools would aid many pupils. May- 
be the lack of such a device caused 
the late Mr. Volivas’ insistence that 
the earth was a flat disc or a pan- 
cake.

The use of a giobe aids stamp 
study, too. One teacher remarked to 
me the other day, “Maybe ‘Lost 
Horizon’ ran to a million copies, but 
evidently ‘Shangri-la’ slid by 129 mil- 
lion minds until the president spoke 
of it. And it was a closed book to 
most of the Mikado’s boys. But a bit 
of string and a little knowledge of 
great circle navigation, plus a globe,

would tell any student enough for a 
good guess, at least. A globe is in- 
spirational in a geography class—and 
my best students are stamp collec- 
tors.” 


Buy the boy a good globe. He’ll 
appreciate it. It will help his ge- 
ography marks.

FOR THE BOY IN SERVICE 


We said previously that, unless 
it is imperative, your enlisted friend 
or relative would prefer to have you 
preserve his collection. He might be 
pleased to see you add material to the 
collection, even if you don’t actually 
mount it. He may come home (as did 
some of the boys from Cuba and later 
France) longing to sit and recup- 
erate. 


Will his collection help him if you 
have sold it for a mere song to some 
slicker? Not a bit! Some of you 
may even be the sweetheart of the 
owner. If so, get ready for his re- 
turn to you and civilian life. His 
stamps will aid him greatly when he 
returns. Keep the collection up! 

Remember—if you don’t know its 
value—you are not the one to sell it. 
You may do damage to the one you 
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love. Put it away if you must — but 
don’t sell it! 





Cuban Imperforates 
Create Excitement 


On October 12, President Roosevelt 
was presented with imperforate 
sheets of the five stamps composing 
Cuba’s 1942 “For Democracy” issue. 
David Joffo, former diplomat and 
financial adviser to the king of Af- 
ghanistan, made the presentation as 
a gift from President Batista and 
Cuban postal authorities. Now it 
seems that some Cuban philatelists 
have protested and the Cuban Phila- 
telic Society has requested that their 
government re-issue the stamps in 
imperforate condition. Only two 
sets of the imperforate issue were 
run off. One went to President 
Roosevelt and one to Joffo. 


In presenting their plea for copies 
of the imperforates, the Cuban col- 
lectors were probably reminded of 
the excitement that prevailed in 1935 
among collectors when James Farley, 
postmaster general, let it be known 
that he had given autographed sheets 
of new commemorative stamps before 
perforation or gumming and pre- 
sented them to President Roosevelt 
and other New Dealers. As a result 
the post-office department ordered im- 
perforate sheets of all such stamps 
and placed them on sale to the public. 


TWO-BY-FOURS 


By HERMAN E. DEGE 


While the war has reduced new 
issues, it has given new classifications 
to the 2x4 collector. Many new post- 
offices have been opened in camps, 
forts and proving grounds, and so 
there are many new cancellations. 

When I started mounting my 2x4’s, 
the most important ones were the 
types, beginning with the early pen- 
cancellation and the rubber stamp 
“Paid,” to the flag, the bars and the 
slogans. The slogans were one group 


_ by themselves and I collected them 


from many countries. Next, I be- 
came interested in Railroad Mail Ser- 
vice and Air Mail Service. I had a 
big accumulation of 2x4’s_ that 
needed dividing. First, I took out all 
New York and grouped them by 
types, stations and cancellation ma- 
chine identification. I did the same 
thing with Chicago and St. Louis. 
Then I took Washington, D. C., and 
put them up in two groups—private 
and official mail. Then, I started a 
collection by language origin, such as 
Indians: Oshkosh, Keokuk, Wauke- 
gan, Waukau. English: Birming- 


ham, Cambridge, Dorchester, London. 
French: Auxvasse, Champaign, Des 
Moines, Terre Haute. Spanish: Al- 
hambra, Banco, Corona, Del Monte. 
Italian: Bon Aqua, Colona, Rome. 
Dutch: Amsterdam, Barneveld. 
Many names were taken from fa- 
mous men—presidents, scientists, art- 
ists—and included Columbus, Bur- 
bank, VanDyke, Lincoln. Others 
were family names: Armstrong, 
Benson, Durant, Graham. Boys’ and 
girls’ names are also represented and 
make an interesting collection; there 
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are Abraham, Adolph, Anna, Eliza- 
beth, Charlotte, Ray, Spencer, Victor 
and Victoria. Following this I have 
the Saints: San Francisco, St. 
Louis, Santa Anna, St. Charles. 
That brings us to the ancient names, 
like: Carthage, Troy, Sparta, Han- 
nibal, Cicero, Paris. Another nice 
collection is made up of ideals: Har- 
mony, Industry, Liberty, Indepen- 
dence, Temperance. And the direc- 
tions: North Branch, North Cas- 
tine, North Fork, Northfield, East 
Orange, Easton, East Otto, South 
Bend, South Haven, Southport, West 
Union, West New York, Westville. 
There are many places that show 
color: Greenfield, Green Castle, 
Greensburg, Bowling Green, Ever- 
green, Red Bud, Red Wing, Redwood, 
Blue Hill, Blue Mound, Blue Island, 
Golden, Golden Eagle, Golden Hill, 
White Hall, White House, White 
Plains, Orange Park. 


Then there are postmarks with 
names of countries: Denmark, Bra- 
zil, China (Maine and Texas), Hol- 
land (Mich., Iowa and Minn.). 

Here is a large group which I en- 
joy very much. I call it Landscapes 
and put in it only two-part words 
that give a description of a land- 
scape: Grand Rapids, Devils Lake, 
Coon Valley, High Mount, Flat River, 
Sturgeon Falls, Winter Park, Pleas- 
ant Hill. It is really surprising what 
places are called when you put them 
side by side. 

The same is true about names that 
belong under the heading of Natural 
History, for instance: Buffalo, Ea- 
gle, Hickory, Mulberry, Walnut, Rose, 
Violet, Calamus, Moss, Sulphur, Gold, 
Silver, Lead, Iron. Another group 
is assembled according to the end- 
ings of the names. This is a large 
group so I will mention only a few: 
burg, or burgh or boro or borg, as: 
Petersburg, Pittsburg, Marlboro, 
Swedeborg. Others include towns: 
-land, -park, -fort, -city, -ville, 
-mount, -well, -water, -field, -dale, 
-hill, -grove, -polis; born or borne or 
bourne, such as: Dearborn, Nor- 
borne, and Melbourne. The biggest 
lot ends with -ton: from Adamston 
to Wellington and Yerington. 

Now I have added the Military 
Camps. Included are: Selfridge 
Field, Mich., Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
Proving Ground, Ill., Scott Field, IIl., 
Fort Meade, S. Dak., Fort Robinson, 
Nebr., Fort Knox, Ky., Fort Logan, 
Colo., Fort Sheridan, Ill., and Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans. 

Besides these I have two odd collec- 
tions. One is of monosyllables such as 
Bath, Dows, Gap, Gils, Letts, and 
Van. The other is of freaks, those 
without stamps, without names, 
names upside down, dated upside 
down, temporary rubber stamps and 
pen and crayon cancellations. 

There is practically no limit.

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PRECANCELS 


By ALBERT L. JONES 


“But you can’t sell precanels! 1 
know. I tried to sell mine.” 


I’ve heard such statements many a 
time. My reply is that I’ve made a 
living for nearly ten years now doing 
nothing but selling precancels. 

Then the retort is that the pre- 
cancels I have must be different from 
the ones he or she has. 

That is it exactly. 

A non-collector of stamps will save 
the precancels from the mail he has 
access to until he has enough to war- 
rant selling. In a lot of a thousand 
stamps picked off of mail, probably 
900 have no value at all, being from 
Chicago, New York or the common 
varieties from other large cities or 
being off-center, with perforated in- 
itials, smudged controls, postmarked 
or damaged. Seventy-five of the re- 
maining hundred are of trifling value 
but may be worth saving. Twenty- 
five stamps may be desirable for stock. 
That does not mean that they are 
valuable. A current stamp may be in 
brisk demand because it is not yet in 
general circulation. Still such a 
stamp may sell for but five cents as 
collectors know that eventually it is 
likely to be easily obtainable. Prob- 
ably not one stamp in the entire lot 
will be worth as much as 50c. 

When a dealer in precancels makes 
an offer for an accumulation of that 
kind, naturally it can’t figure out 
much per stamp. The owner then is

disappointed. Often he thinks his 
ignorance of precancels is being taken 
advantage of by the dealer. The 
truth probably is that the stamps are 
not worth much and the offer was a 
fair one. 

Collectors of stamps other than pre- 
cancels sometimes say, “I can sell 
stamps other than precancels but I 
can’t dispose of the precancels I 
have.” These men have knowledge 
of the stamps they collect and 
wouldn’t think of trying to sell a box 
of cheap foreign and common U. S. 
stamps, especially if off-center, 
heavily postmarked or otherwise dam- 
aged. They realize such stamps are 
worthless and throw them away. But 
do they do that with precancels? No. 
They say, “I might throw away a 
valuable stamp since I don’t know 
anything about precancels.” That is 
right. They shouldn’t throw away 
stamps about which they know noth- 
ing. However that is no reason why 
they shouldn’t take the word of one 
who does know something of pre- 
cancels when that person tells him his 
stamps mostly are trash and worth 
but little. 


It would be unreasonable to claim 
that all precancel dealers are entirely 
reliable. I do believe that most of 
them are and that, as a class, they 
will compare quite favorably with the 
dealers in U. S. and foreign stamps 
or with dealers in any line of col- 
lectors’ items. 

There are other reasons, too, why 
one may not be able to sell his pre- 
cancels to those who deal in them. 
There are some dealers who handle 
only Bureau precancels. Of course 
such a dealer will not buy city-type 
precancels. 

You can’t sell a grocer or the pro- 
prietor of a dress shop merchandise 
of which he already has an adequate 
stock, can you? Or, if you do, you 
must make concessions. Even then, 
the better merchants will not buy 
even at a low price. They don’t want 
to load up with unsalable stock. You 
don’t lame them, either, for not buy- 
ing. However, it seems as if the per- 
son with precancels to sell expects the 
dealer to buy all offered to him 
regardless of the fact that he already 
may have on hand a quite sufficient 
stock of the items offered. 


The precancel dealer tries for a 
quick turnover on his stock the same 
as do the butcher, the baker and the 
candlestick maker. If you have pre- 
cancel items that are in demand and 
if they are in good condition you will 
find you can secure a mighty decent 
wholesale price for them. You must 
not expect to get catalog for them. 
The dealer probably sells most of his 
stamps at some discount from catalog. 
Don’t forget that he has to pay rent, 
utilities, help, postage, advertising 
and for stationery and other sup-

plies and must have left enough to 
live on if he continues in business. 

There are fads and popular and 
unpopular groups in precancels just 
as there are in clothes, furniture, 
etc. For a number of years the cur- 
rent stamps when precanceled have 
been the ones most eagerly sought. 
When the Washington Bicentennial 
issue was in use, there was a big de- 
mand for these items precanceled. 
Most every precancel collector was 
making a collection of them. Now 
precanceled Bicents are in but little 
demand. The result is one cannot 
get much for a collection of them. 

At present the Defense stamps and 
the “Win the War” stamps pre- 
canceled are popular and the pre- 
cancel dealer has no difficulty in 
getting a turnover on copies of these 
stamps when the stamps are in good 
condition and the overprints legible. 
This does not mean that any one 
dealer can use an unlimited number 
of any certain item, for he will wish 
to buy only what he reasonably can 
expect to sell to his clientele. 

Bureau precancels are by far the 
most popular and stable group of 
precancels. At this time the current 
issues bureau-precanceled are most 
in demand. However, collectors, as 
they get their collection of current 
issues near completion, seem to be 
working back into the older issues, 
so there is an increasing demand for 
the obsolete issues of Bureaus. 

In city-type precancels there are 
certain stamps that are salable only 
to one group of collectors. Other 
items are of interest to several 
groups. Naturally a dealer will pay 
a larger percentage of catalog for the 
stamps on which he stands a better 
chance of getting a quick turnover. 
A 16c Presidential stamp precanceled 
in Double Line Electro type from a 
city in North Dakota would be of 
interest to collectors of Presidentials, 
to collectors of DLE’s to the North 
Dakota specialist, to the state de- 
nomination collector, to the collector 
of precancel Lincolniana, to the type 
collector and to the town collector. 

Don’t condemn precancel collecting 
just because you can’t get a big price 
for an accumulation of precancels 
that cost you nothing. The reason 
certain precancels are valuable is 
because they are scarce. You may 
pick up a scarce precancel occasion- 
ally but the chances are against you 
doing it often. 

Use the same business sense in try- 
ing to sell precancels you gather or a 
precancel collection that you would 
use in selling anything else. Then 
you will not be disappointed. Pre- 
eancel collecting is a lot of fun and 
there is a salvage value to a collec- 
tion of them, but don’t expect to buy 
at retail and sell at wholesale and 
make a profit. That seldom can be 
done.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Collecting-ly 
+ ieee average collector goes in for 
representative type sets rather 
than for date sequences of coins. He 
is more interested in the background 
of his coins than in their rarity. This 
war has made him intimately ac- 
quainted with his neighbors “over 
there” and coins from the martyred 
democracies interest him deeply. He- 
roic Greece and misguided Italy in- 
tensify his interest in the ancient 
coins of those two nations. Emer- 
gency monies of the warring nations 
interest even the non-collecting fra- 
ternity. Gold currency is becoming 
a vanishing race, and this added to 
the age-old lure for the yellow metal 
accounts for the ever-increasing de- 
mand from collectors for gold coins. 
The cumbersoin2, heavy  pocket- 
weights, the big silver dollars, are 
also on the way out as. an active 
circulating medium, and collectors are 
disposed to “lay in a supply” while 
the prices are low. Commemorative 
coins, once so popular, are still a- 
mongst the legion of “forgotten men,” 
but the experienced collectors expect 
an eventual come-back. The average 
collector keeps alive the interest in 
obsolete coins, for the odd and un- 
usual appeal to his curiosity and 
wonderment. Our Good Neighbor 
Policy has popularized the coins of 
South America. Our own “ancient” 
coins, the colonials and those of the 
Revolutionary period, appeal to all 
Americans, and the demand is always 
brisk. Coins representing the Win- 
ning of the West, issued.by the ad- 
venturers themselves, the Mormons 
and the Forty-Niners, always bring a 
thrill and will always be best-sellers. 
A child is interested in “what 
makes the wheels of his toys go 
around;” a grown-up is doubly in- 
terested in “what makes the wheels 
of civilization go around;” and so 
long as that inherent curiosity lives, 
just so long will live the coin collect- 
ing habit.

Die Cracks 
Just what does the term “numis- 
matica” embrace? A recent discus- 


sion brought up the question as to 
whether coins showing dies are a 
phase of numismatica. The No’s 
based their “no’s” on the argument 
that a cracked die is merely a me- 
chanical accident and thus has no 
lesson to teach. The Yes’s claimed a 
cracked die coin fills a niche in the 
evolution of mintage from the crude 
hammer to the perfect mechanical 
press. Die cracks in early U. S. 
coinage are very plentiful, growing 
less and less frequent as mintage 
methods improved. Dictionaries have 
most consistently given the definition 
of numismatics as “the science of 
coins and medals,” numisma being 
Latin for coins. Dictionaries should 
bring the definition up to date to meet 
present conditions, changing the word 
“coins” to “monies.” If the term 
“coins” in the definition is taken 
literally instead of in its broad sense, 
numismatics would exclude paper 
money, cowrie shells and primitive 
monies. Numismatics do not confine 
themselves strictly to coins but to 
money as a whole, and consider nu- 
mismatism as a science of monies and 
medals. It would strike the ordinary 
man that “the process of manufactur- 
ing money” is not an unimportant ele- 
ment of the study of money, and that 
coins bearing birthmarks of cracked 
or broken dies constitute a phase of 
the science of monies. The defini- 
tion of an epithet (liar, for instance) 
depends altogether upon the nature 
of the “smile” behind it, and the 
legality of a phase depends greatly 
upon the earnestness of the phaser.

Basic Names of Coin Units 

First names are given to children 
by their parents, but their last names 
are inherited and have basic origins. 
So it is with coins. Coin units the 
world over get their names from 
many sources, from weights, metals, 
personages, flowers, animals, ete. 
The following will illustrate what is 
meant. The German Mark and Mex- 
ican Peso derive their names from 
weights; the Colons of Costa Rica 
honor Christopher Columbus, and the 
Bolivars of Venezuela are so called 


® 


for the great South American lib- 
erator of that name; the Rumanian 
Leu (leo-lion) speaks for the ani- 
mals, Netherlands’ Florin represents 
flower-land, and the guilder (gold) 
stands for the metals; Latvia’s Lat 
and Belgium’s Belga are namesakes 
of their country; Peru’s Sol (sun— 
the Inca’s object of worship), Haiti’s 
Gourde (gourd), and the Crown (of 
many countries) are self-definitioned. 

Of U. S. coins, the Copper and the 
Nickel are about the nearest approach 
of having names to fit their make-

Designers are not always coin-per- 

fect; nor are the officials who accept 
and approve the designs. St. Gau- 
dens $20 gold pieces, claimed by 
many to be America’s most beauti- 
ful coins, had to be changed because 
the relief was too high, making them 
inconvenient to stack. Thousands of 
the V nickels “without cents” got 
into circulation before the word 
“cents” was added. The designer’s 
initials, V. D. B., on the first Lin- 
coln cents proved too conspicuous and 
was changed. The standing Liberty 
quarter, 1916-1930, was at first con- 
sidered perfection, but the complaints 
that poured in forced changes. The 
eagle was too low on the coin and the 
size of its wings out of all proportion 
with that of its body. The stars 
were too close together. The date 
was not counter-sunk on some and 
wore off quickly. These defects 
were remedied. Another complaint 
was that Liberty was “looking back- 
ward,” that is, she faced to the left 
towards the past, instead of to the 
right towards the future.

You hear a lot about the 1864 In- 
dian head cent. There were three 
types, the copper-nickel, the bronze 
with “L” on ribbon, and the bronze 
without the “L.” The “L” cent is 
the most spoken of, but A. B. Grant, 
Secretary of Kansas City’s coin club, 
who has a complete set of Indian 
heads in proof, says the bronze cent 
without the “L” in proof condition is 
the most elusive of them all; that it 
took him three years to secure one, 
and he considers it the scarcest of 
the Indians. Mr. Grant says he con- 
tacted practically all the dealers in 
the U. S. and none of them had any, 
nor has he seen any in auction sales 
the past two years. 

To those who insist on proofs it 
would do well to heed Mr. Grant’s 
tip and secure a proof 1864 “L-less” 
bronze cent before its scarcity is 
fully realized and the price becomes 
prohibitive.

Briefs 

The first year of mintage is very 
likely to be the scarcest coin of the 
various types in comparison to num- 
ber of coins minted of a certain type. 
When a new type is coined many 
people lay one aside as a keep-piece; 
and type collectors as a rule save the 
first minted type coins.

Again, again, and again! Keep a 
scrap-book; clip every coin item you 
run across; a well-filled serap-book 
is a numismatic encyclopedia. Look- 
ing for coin items keeps you posted; 
saving them you stay posted.

It would be a great deal of help 
to collectors if the mint marks on 
our coins all had the same location on 
all the different coins; before, after, 
over or under the date, for instance. 
Mint marks are so tiny much time 
is consumed locating them unless the 
searcher is familiar with the location 
on the different coins.

The arrows seen on either side of 
the dates of some of our coins were 
not placed there by the designer for 
artistic symmetry, but to designate 
an increase or decrease in weight of 
the coin.

Contrary to general belief, Chinese 
are not the only coins with holes in 
them. The people of British West 
Africa and of Fiji also string their 
money, both having holes in their 
coins,

The slang name, “bob,” for the 
English shilling is of uncertain deri- 
vation. Formerly the term “bob” 
meant fish bait and some believe the 
coin was so slanged because it was 
looked upon as a sort of “bait” (bob) 
or bribe.

In 1826, the City Council of Day- 
ton, Ohio, adopted a seal for the city. 
There were no competitive designs; 
they simply ehose “the design on the 
side of a cent on which the head is, 
the word liberty, and thirteen stars.” 
The seal was changed in later years 
to a more elaborate design. 

—)—— 

A pepper-corn is the fruit or berry 
of the pepper-plant. To speak of 
anything being the value of a pepper- 
corn means it is of smail value. In 


‘the early days of this country pepper- 


corns were frequently used as token 
payments much as we now use the 
dollar as a token payment to our 
dollar-a-year men during wartimes; 
or one dollar and other considerations 
in quit-claim deeds, and certain other 
transactions in which a consideration, 
even though nominal or pepper-corn- 
ish, is necessary. At a coin club 
meeting in Philadelphia, May 6, 1875, 
“Mr. Duane exhibited a parchment 
or lease given in 1734 by Benjamin 
and Deborah Franklin to her mother, 
Mrs. Read, for a house on Market 
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Street for the term of 99 years, or so 
long as she may live, at the annual 
rental of one pepper-corn a year.”

U. S. Coins Now Pacifist 
An Editor Would Restore Arrows 
to the Eagle’s Claw 
From the Chicago Daily News 
Hasn’t the time come for patriots 
to arise and restore his arrows to the 
American eagle? By one of the most 
freakish incongruities of all the ages, 
we Americans are now fighting our 
second World War with a pacifist 

coinage system. 

On the nation’s coat-of-arms to- 
day, and on all the coins that carried 
the eagle up to the Wilson adminis- 
tration, except the flying-eagle penny, 
the grand old bird of prey has a 
bundle of 18 arrows in one great 
claw, an olive branch in the other. 
But just before we got tired of being 
“too proud to fight” and sickened of 





being “neutral in thought and deed” - 


in 1917, the Treasury Department 
prepared dies for new silver coins 
conceived in the psychology of the 
“kept us out of war” presidential 
campaign of 1916. 

The result has been a set of paci- 
fist coins all sicklied over with peace 
at any price, except the Lincoln 
penny and the buffalo nickel, which 
survived the pacifist craze.

notes, which, 75 to 100 years ago and 
over, were so plentiful on all sides 
and accepted in most cases without 
question as valid money. 


Even today, many of the more com- 
mon issues may be obtained for as 
little as 25 cents—vyes, for notes 
nearly 100 years old. They remind us 
of many things: of our present-day 
progress from the time of antique 
locomotives and canal boats to the 
streamlined trains of today.

102 years ago) which were creditable, 
well designed, with historical scenes 
and embossed classical heads. They 
bore the wording “Washington, D. C.,” 
and their signatures, like Francis 
Thomas and Thomas Turner, in blue 
and black inks, show up today bold 
and clear as the day of the issue. 
It seems marvelous that such a note 
may be obtained today for as little 
as 50 cents. This concern, I suspect, 
may have been the predecessor of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, just 
like the old Pittsburg to Philadelphia 
canal turned out to be on the original 
road-bed of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, 


There was also the Cincinnati and 
Whitewater Canal Company, which 
issued notes the same year with agri- 
cultural and other scenes. The latter 
is more scarce than the former 
series of notes. There was a large 
issue of old bank notes about that 
period in Ohio, Illinois, Missouri, 
Indiana, Michigan, Pennsylvania and 
adjacent states. The Ohio and Illinois 
notes seem quite scarce. New Jersey 
had a large issue, although it is hard 
to find notes of those days. The 
ancient predecessor seems to have 
been the old state bank at Trenton, 
which had notes 122 years ago. The 
Egg-Harbor and New Brunswick 
banks had large issues; also those of 
Jersey City, Hoboken and Newark, 
although, of course, some are quite

rare today. The State Bank at New 
Brunswick had an issue of very 
beautifully designed notes running 
from $1 to $500. The $50, $100, and 
$500 notes were unsigned, and likely 
were only a proposed issue, or else the 
bank stopped or failed before they 
could be gotten into circulation. The 
Morris Canal and Banking. Company 
and other banks at Perth Amboy, 
Camden and Hackensack had a fairly 
large issue. Occasionally these notes 
turn up today in collectors’ hands. 


The Old Bank at Monmouth issued 
many notes, including one of the de- 
nomination of $3. The old Bank of 
Louisiana issued notes of all de- 
nominations which, while rare, are 
obtainable today. The Mississippi und 
Alabama Railroad issued notes also 
from $1 to $1,000. These were issued 
between 1838 and 1841 at Brandon, 
Miss., and were very well designed for 
the time. Pennsylvania had important 
issues, the earliest appearing some- 
time before 1800 in Philadelphia. 
Towanda, Montrose, Philadelphia and 
all other large places had banks which 
issued notes. Many of these banks 
failed in the panics of 1857 and 1873. 
The notes of Indiana appear to be in 
demand by a number of collectors; 
also the tokens of that state. 


All through the South, large issues 
of notes were issued, particularly 
just about the time of the ‘outbreak 
of the war between the states. South- 
ern cities also issued notes to defray 
cost of government, while many 
Northern towns and individuals is- 
sued fractional notes. The notes of 
Jersey City, Newark and other New 
Jersey towns still turn up at times. 
Many old bank notes come in beauti- 
ful colors and they make an attractive 
showing in a collector’s bill book. In 
fact, it is difficult to find a line of 
collecting where so much can _ be 
shown for so comparatively little 
money, though, of course, many of 
these old notes are rare and hard ww 
get today, while others had such hard 
circulation we see them today worn 
to a frazzle. The Old Northriver 
Bank, of New York City, in 1840 
issued a $100 note with an antique 
locomotive and cars going to the left, 
a particularly handsome note bearing 
the signatures of Levi Dodge and 
B. M. Schermerhorn, the latter an old 
New York name. The $500 note of 
the Bank of Louisiana was engraved 
in 1862 by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
and Edson. Wright may have been 
the C. C. Wright of medal fame. This 
note showed three sloops on its face 
and the “500” in blue figures. The 
$1,000 note, which is a rara avis, 
pictured a sailor seated by bales of 
cotton, the staple and the most valu- 
able product of the South. These

Abeut this time Canadian banks, 
like the Colonial of Toronto and the 
Bank of Clifton, were issuing hand- 
some colored notes. These were is- 
sued in 1859 and 1861. The District 
of Columbia and Maryland had many 
issues. The old Valley Bank of 
Hagerstown, Md., issued a handsome 
note on very thin paper in 1859. It 
was of the $5 value and is today in 
perfect condition. The Bank of Au- 
gusta, Ga., issued many varieties up 
to $100, while Charleston and Savan- 
nah had many fine old banks, most of 
which failed during the war period, 
1861-5, due to their taking on so 
much of Confederate obligations, the 
bonds and certificates. 


These old notes all make a fine 
showing in a book or collection and 
it is wonderful to think that many 
fine notes may be obtained today at 
from 25 to 50 cents per note. Others 
run up to a dollar each, while the 
$100 to $1,000 notes sell for more, of 
course. The writer is glad to see 
note-collecting is on the up-trend. 
Seasoned collectors, such as D. C. 
Wismer, have always believed in such 
collecting, and present living evidence 





that collecting helps to keep people 
young. Old Dr. Jesse Green wrote 
me a good letter when he had reached 
his 100th year. He had collected 
coins and notes all his life and rode 
his bicycle at 100.

Holds 10th Meeting 


The tenth semi-annual meeting of 
the Iowa Numismatic Association was

Gold has been generally regarded 
for ages as one of the most valuable 
things in the world; today we recog- 
nize twenty-nine other metals more 
valuable than gold; an ounce of ra-

Contrary to popular belief, gold is 
not always golden in color. Pure gold 
in different forms may be green, 
brown, blue or red. Fine particles, 
depending on their size, may be pink, 
dark red or even black. 

The Spanish conquerors of the 
West Indies, during the early 16th 
century, used gold dust as salt for 
their meats. 


Gold is the most malleable metal 
known. It has been beaten into gold 
leaf so thin that 300,000 sheets would 
make a pile but one inch high. 

Druggists coat certain pills with 
gold leaf since gold aids in dissolving 
some stomach secretions. Gold leaf is 
absolutely harmless and_ entirely 
tasteless. In Danzig a strong drink 
called “goldwasser” is manufactured; 
it contains pulverized gold leaf. 

A Roman law, dating about 443 
B.C., forbade the burying of gold 
ornaments with the dead, but per- 
mitted the gold in their teeth to 
remain undisturbed. 

Alligators in Panama are valued 
for more than their hides; gold is 
actually “mined” in their stomachs. 
The creatures take in a _ certain 
amount of gold from the river bot- 
toms while chewing on lime deposits.

“took him out of bed two hours 

sooner than he wished to rise;” it 

was that work written by Burton en- 

titled Anatomy of Melancholy.

“Oxford, the Right Reverend Sam- 
uel Wilberforce, Bishop of, was born 
in 1805. A more kind-hearted man 
and truly benevolent man does not 
exist. A sceptic, as regards religious 
revelation, he is nevertheless an out- 
and-out believer in spirit movements.” 

The error was discovered, and an 
effort was made to correct it. Still, 
some copies did get into circulation.

Leigh Hunt presented a copy of 
the first edition of his translation of 
Tasso’s Amyntas to Vincent Novello, 
and wrote on the title page: 

“To Vincent Novello, from his af- 
fectionate friend, the translator.”

Strange. ..fire does not relish books 
as much as one would think. As a 
fuel they are surprisingly poor. 

In olden days, when books accused 
of being of a heretical nature were 
condemned to be burned, it was quite 
a task to carry out the order. Large 
wooden stages were built on which 
they were placed, inflammatory ma- 
terials were heaped on the pile—and 
after all these pains the embers often 
disclosed large readable masses, left 
untouched by the flames. Of course, 
the devil was -blamed for their in- 
destructability; it was simple for one 


so well versed in fire to protect those 
books dedicated to him and his prac- 
tices. In the end it was found more 
simple, more convenient, and less ex- 
pensive to burn the heretics them- 
selves in place of the heretical books 
they had written. 

Then, too, there is the story of the 
flaming house, which looked as 
though it would burn to the ground. 
However, observers did not take into 
account the folios Corpus Juris and 
the “Statutes at Large.” The fire 
reached them, sought to destroy them, 
found itself unable to penetrate so 
formidable a barrier and “sank de- 
feated.”

Mermet was 
a collector of books, but when their 
prices became far out of proportion 
to his purse, he turned about and 
denounced the collecting of books— 
the hobby which he, himself, was no 
longer able to pursue. 

It was not long after that he 
anonymously published a book en- 
titled “Crazy Book Collecting or 
Bibliomania,” in which he attempted

to show the folly of book collecting. 
Wrote Mermet: 

“As well might one born blind de- 
vote himself to the collecting of paint- 
ings and expect you to regard him as 
a connoiseur of art. What would you 
think of one who without being a 
musician or wishing to become one 
should adorn his apartments with 
every instrument of music and turn 
his house into a dwelling for a lute- 
maker.” 

Books are of value, according to 
Mermet, if they contribute to litera- 
ture, science, history, religion, etc., 
but “To possess collections of books 
with neither the capacity nor the will 
to read and to study is a strange 
Mania, a blind ostentation. To heap 
up volumes without a use for them, 
without discrimination, is an absurd 
vanity, an idle extravagance. To 
collect all those esteemed for their 
scarcity, the rare beauty of the edi- 
tion or their magnificent binding, is 
an excess of luxury, an inordinate 
love of the curious or a ruinous prod- 
igality.” 

Seemingly it never occurred to Mer- 
met that a booklover values a book 
as a work of art, an object beautiful 
and worthy enough to collect and pre- 
serve for posterity. However, we 
have one consolation in connection 
with Mermet. He lived to see what 
little influence his essay had.—Com- 
piled by B. G.S. 





POETS 


All the poets are indebted more or 
less to those who have gone before 
them; even Homer’s originality has 
been questioned and Virgil owes al- 
most as much to Theocritus, in his 
Pastorals, as to Homer in his He- 
roics; and if our countryman, Milton, 
has soared above both Homer and 
Virgil, it is because he has stolen 
some feathers from their wings. 


But Shakespeare stands alone. His 
want of erudition was a most happy 
and productive ignorance; it forced 
him back upon his own resources, 
which were exhaustless. If his lit- 
erary qualifications made it impos- 
sible for him to know from the an- 
cients, he was more than repaid by 
the powers of his invention, which 
made borzowing unnecessary. In all 
the ebbings and the flowings of his 
genius, in his storms, no less than in 
his calms, he is completely separated 
from all other poets, as the Caspian 
from all other seas. But he abounds 
with so many axioms applicable to all 
the circumstances, situations and va- 
rieties of life, that they are no long- 
er the property of the poet, but of 
the world; all apply, but none 
dare appropriate them; and like an- 
chors, they are secure from thieves, 
by reason of their weight.—Lacon.

THE ILLINOIS INDIANS 


By THEODORE RHINEAR 


HE name of the Illinois confed- 

eracy was originally “Illiniwek,” 
meaning “ilini,”’ man and “iw,” is. 
However, the plural termination was 
changed to “ois.” The French, like- 
wise, added the plural “ois” to the 
name of the “Iriakhoiw” and it be- 
came “Iroquois.” The Illinois con- 
federacy consisted of a number of 
tribes of the Algonquian linguistic 
stock and at one time occupied 
southern Wisconsin, northern Illinois 
and parts of Iowa and Missouri. 
They were first contacted by the 
French in the valley of the Illinois. 
When Father Marquette first met the 
Peoria, it was at a village on the 
right or west bank of the Missisippi, 
near the mouth of the Des Moines. A 
few months later he found the same 
tribe living on the upper Illinois. 
The tribes forming the confederacy

were the Cahokia, Kaskaskia, Michi- 
gamea, Moingwena, Peoria and Tam- 
aroa. 


The Cahokia were closely associ- 
ated with the Tamaroa and both 
were roving tribes. In 1698, the 
Jesuit missionaries gathered them 
into a mission settlement known as 
Tamaroa and later as Cahokia. This 
mission was close to the present site 
of Cahokia, IIl., on the east bank of 
the Mississippi, nearly opposite the 
present city of St. Louis. Two vil- 
lages of the Illinois are located on 
the map of Pierre van der Aa, dated 
about 1720. One village was at the 
confluence of the Meramec and the 
other where the Cahokia entered the 
Mississippi. There are traces of a 
large village on the Cahokia. On a 
map of D’Anville, in 1755, a Caho- 
kia village is located at the mouth 
of the Riviere des Peres, now the 
southern boundary of the city of St. 
Louis. Shawnees and Delawares 
crossed the Mississippi and estab- 
lished a village on Apple Creek in 
1793. Later these tribes had villages 
not far west of St. Louis and a short 
distance south of the Missouri. The 
town of Cahokia was the second 
largest among the Illinois in 1721. 
When the Jesuits withdrew the tribe 
rapidly declined. This was believed 
to be due to the demoralizing influ- 
ence of the neighboring French gar- 
rison. By 1800 the Cahokia were 
practically extinct, but the name was 
kept up by remnants of other tribes 
and these in turn merged with the 
Peoria. Carver in his travels men- 
tions this tribe as Cahakies. 

Kaskaskia, once the leading tribe 
of the Illinois confederacy, was prob- 
ably the oldest of the group. It is 
believed that the Illinois referred to 
in the “Jesuit Relations” of 1670 and 
1671, as residing on the upper Illi- 
nois, were Kaskaskia. It is believed 
that Marquette was the first white 
man to visit this tribe, although they 
were known to the French a few 
years earlier. The chief village, also 
called Kaskaskia, was situated near 
the present site of Utica, in La Salle 
county, Illinois. This village had 
74 cabins when visited by Marquette. 


In 1674 he established a mission a- 
mong them. When Allouez took over 
the mission in 1677 the settlement 
had increased to 351 cabins and eight 
tribes were represented. This was 
the village of the Illinois which La 
Salle reached in December, 1679. It 
was deserted at the time, the inhab- 
itants having left on a hunting ex- 
pedition. About 1700 the greater 
part of the tribe decided to migrate 


to the lower Mississippi. Father 


Gravier persuaded them to halt at 
the mouth of the Kaskaskia, near 
the site of the present town of that 
name in Randolph County, Illinois. 
In accord with the treaty of Castor 
Hill in 1832, the tribe moved to the 
west of the Mississippi. La Salle 
called these people Cacachias and 
Hennepin mentions them as Carcaril- 
ica, 

The Michigamea were first visited 
by Marquette when he descended the 
Mississippi in 1673, They were then 
situated near Big Lake, between the 
St. Francis and Mississippi River in 
Arkansas. This tribe was the most 
southerly of the confederacy and 
some ethnologists doubt that they

were of Algonquian stock. Others be- 
lieve that they were driven south by 
the Sioux and Foxes. About the end 
of the 17th century they were driven 
out of Arkansas by the Quapaw or 
Chickasaw and joined the Kaskaskia. 
In 1803, General William Henry Har- 
rison reported only one of the tribe 
as being alive; however, there were 
three signers for this tribe to a 
treaty with the Illinois in 1818. 
Hennepin called these people Matsi- 
gamea, 

The Moingwena were a small tribe 
closely affiliated with the Peoria. 
Marquette found them located on the 
west side of the Mississippi near the

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mouth of a river supposed to be the 
Des Moines. Franquelin’s map of 
1688 marks a village of Moingoana on 
the Moingana river. Gravier found 
them living with the Peoria in 1700. 


The Peoria were located on Fran- 
quelin’s map of 1688 on a river west 
of the Mississippi, probably the upper 
Iowa river. Marquette found them 
and the Moingwena near the mouth 
of the Des Moines, or perhaps it was 
a river farther north. On his return 
he found them on the Illinois, near 
the present Peoria. In 1768 Kickapoo 
took over this village and some of the 
Peoria crossed the Mississippi, es- 
tablishing a village on Blackwater 
fork, where they remained until their 
removal to Kansas. A band known as 
the Utagami, living near the Illinois 
river, was practically exterminated 
during the Revolutionary War. The 
Utagami may have been Foxes. The 
main body of the Peoria remained on 
the east bank of the Illinois until 
1832, when they sold their lands and 
moved to a reservation on the Osage 
river in Kansas. In 1868 the entire 
remnant of the Illinois moved to In- 
dian Territory, now Oklahoma. 


The Tamaroa occupied country on 
both sides of the Mississippi near the 
mouths of the Illinois and Missouri 
rivers in 1680. They were the Ma- 
horas of Hennepin and Marota of La 
Salle. Their principal village was at 
or near the site of East St. Louis, 
Ill., and the French had a mission 
there about 1700. They disappeared 
as a tribe before the beginning of 
the 19th century. 

Nothing definite is known of the 
clan system of the Illinois. The to- 
tem of the Kaskaskia was a feather 
or an arrow notched, or two arrows 
fixed like a St. Andrew’s cross. The 
Illinois as a whole had the crane, 
bear, white hind, fork, and tortoise 
totems. 

Hennepin describes the cabins of 
the more northerly tribes as long ar- 
bors covered with double mats of flat 
flags or rushes, so well sewed that 
the wind, snow or rain could not 
penetrate them. In each cabin were 
four or five fires and each fire was 
shared by two _ families. Their 
towns were not enclosed. This writer 
and others describe the men of the 
Illinois as being tall and robust with 
pleasant faces. They seem to have 
been a timid race and were easily 
driven from their villages by the 
Sioux, Foxes and other enemies. 
They were experts with the bow and 
in war used a lance and a wooden 
club. Polygamy was common among 
them, a man often marrying several 
sisters. Unfaithfulness of a wife was 
punished by cutting off her nose. 
The dead were wrapped in skins and 
attached by the feet and head to 
trees. The bones were finally buried 
in rude stone sepulchres.

Fished For Food 


Fish provided the chief food of the 
early Indians of the California coast. 
These early tribes fished with hooks 
made mainly of shell, usually the 
clam, abaloni or the petkin. As a rule 
these hooks ranged in size from half 
an inch to three inches. The cord 
for the fish-line was of many ma- 
terials; the yucca and the wild iris 
were among those plants that pro- 
vided fiber.

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NATURAL HISTORY IN WAR TIMES 


“Total war” has taken on a new 
meaning in the experience of the 
Smithsonian Institution during the 
past several months. More than any 
other war in history, it is obvious the 
present conflict involves nearly every 
aspect of nature. 

One day the precise identification 
of a Polynesian mosquito, another the 
language of a New Guinea mountain 
tribe, another the effects of a narrow 
band of radiation wave lengths may 
be of vital significance in some 
phase of a struggle which involves 
accumulated knowledge as well as 
guns, ships and manpower. 

The totality of the war effort is 
brought home daily to the War Com- 
mittee of the Smithsonian Institution, 
who have recorded since Pearl Harbor 
more than 500 requests for informa- 
tion from war agencies covering al- 
most the entire field of science. 
Many of the problems placed before 
the Smithsonian staff require days of 
research and involve exploration into 
some of the obscurest fields of science. 

This is the fourth major war in 
which the Institution has functioned 
as a scientific arm of the govern- 
ment. Previously it had the task of 
developing new or improved military 
devices and devoting its energies to 
military specialties. The change, as 
shown by its records, is significant 
and far reaching. Every field of 
research, including natural history, is 
a war specialty. 

In peace time the Institution has de- 
voted itself to the advancement of 
fundamenal knowledge, some of which 
seemed to have little practical sig- 
nificance at the moment, but which 
has constituted a secure foundation 
for practical developments. Without 
it many of them would have been im- 
possible. 

It is essential, says Dr. Charles G. 
Abbot, Secretary of the Institution, 
that even if this work be temporarily 
suspended, it be left in such condition 
that it can be continued without any 
hiatus after the struggle. The war 
will not last forever, and in the vast 
material and social changes that are 
predicted, precise scientific data will 
be more in demand than ever before. 

Thus, according to, Dr. Abbot, the 
basic work of the Institution will not 
be entirely submerged, even though 
the emphasis is now all on matters of 
war-time significance. 


For nearly a century the Institu- 
tion has sent exploring parties to 
many parts of the world, some of 
which have been visited by few other 
white men. From the work of these 
parties there is a great accumulation 
of information which is proving of 
immediate help to the military and 
naval authorities, suddenly faced with 
the problems of operating in relative- 
ly unknown areas. 


Smithsonian officials stress that 
even in the Axis nations war has not 
been allowed to blot out fundamental 
scientific researches. It is certain 
that these must go on if civilization 
is to continue uninterrupted at the 
end of the conflict.

Wyoming jade again springs a sur- 
prise by taking second place. This 
tough hardy gem somehow expresses 
the spirit of the day. We always as- 
sociate this splendid stone with the 
Chinese people, to whom it symbolizes 
all virtue. Who today does not have 
the fullest admiration for the Chinese? 

The perennial favorite among HOB- 
BIES readers, the Michigan chlo- 
rastrolite, drops to third place. Very 
few of us made the trip to Isle 
Royale last season, and no rough has 
been known to have been offered by 
the Magic Isle fishermen, who are 
the most ardent collectors of this 
rare jewel. 

In the fourth place is Canadian 
labradorite, another cutting material 
of which we will have to do without 
for the duration, after dealers’ stocks 
are exhausted. 

Minnesota thomsonite takes fifth 
place. Natives and tourists are still 
collecting along the shores of blue 
Lake Superior, so enough of the stones 
get into circulation to keep interest 
alive, 

The lovely blue Utah variscite tops 
the Nevada turquoise for sixth and 
seventh places, followed closely in 
voting by New Mexico’s chrysocolla. 
This, the heart of the ELEVEN, is 
taken by gems of a blue color, blue 
being the collectors’ favorite color in 
the rainbow of gems. 

Collectors of the Midwest have few 
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gem stones within easy distances, 
and the Lake Superior type agate is 
to be found in glacial gravels from 


‘the Canadian boundary to the Mis- 


souri; hence it is quite natural that 
enough votes went to this old-time 
favorite to place it in ninth position. 

The Wyoming Sweetwater agate is 
again back in first team, the best 
illustration of the trend of the times, 
but in no way detracts from the 
virtues of the gem. 

The last place, but far from the 
least of our gems, is given to Arizona 
agatized wood. Few indeed are the 
collections in which space is not given 
to this, a most truly American stone. 

The “second team,” or the runners- 
up of the first, is most interesting 
this year. The Honduras opal is the 
leading contender. As the Mexican 
opal becomes harder to obtain, its 
brilliant neighbor to the south will 
give the queen of cabochons cause to 
worry. 

Chilian lapis and Brazilian agate 
are gaining many votes, which shows 
our attention is turning to the gems 
south of Panama. Montana scenic 
agate and the great favorite, the 
Thunder Egg, now being cut “en 
cabochon,” are often mentioned. New 
Mexican smithsonite and Washington 
zoisite cut brilliant cabs and are 
gaining many friends. The Dakota 
Fairburn agate and the Idaho star 
garnet are also in the running. Also 
California still cuts marvelous gems 
from iridescent obsidian, and there 
were several votes for this branch 
of collecting. 

Look over your collection and I'll 
wager that you will find represented 
a majority of HOBBIES’ 1943 selec- 
tion; if not, you are overlooking some 
fine material. 


THE PRECIOUS EMERALD 


By VICTOR CROLEY 


PRECENT popularity polls have 

shown the emerald to be a high 
favorite among precious gem collec- 
tors all over the world—a fact which 
is the more amazing when we learn 
that it was the favorite gem stone 
long before the dawn of history and 
has maintained its popularity down 
through the ages. 

Uncovered burials of chiefs and 
their favorite wives and slaves far 
back in the Bronze Age have revealed 
beads of crudely shaped lapis lazuli, 


amber, agate and, more rarely, prec- 
ious emerald. The agate and other 
stones are roughly ground into shape 
and pierced for ornamentation pur- 
poses, but the precious emerald crys- 
tals seldom show evidence of any 
working other than the drilling 
through the axis necessary to thread 
them. The beauty of the grass-green 
stones and the perfection of the crys- 
tal forms in which they were found 
made further working unnecessary to 
savage eyes. 
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Still later the ancient Egyptian 
Queen, Cleopatra, included an em- 
erald mine among her most valued 
possessions, and it is probably from 
this mine on the Red Sea that the 
large emerald through which Em- 
peror Nero viewed the gladiatorial 
eames in ancient Rome was mined. 

Cleopatra’s mine still exists but has 
long since been exhausted and no 
gems have been found there’ in 
modern times. 

Many beautiful emeralds are found 
n the Ural Mountains of Russia and 
ome large and noteworthy gems were 
1umbered among the treasures in the 
rown jewels of the old regime. Some 
of these are still in possession of the 
Soviet Republics. 

Following the voyage of Columbus 
and the Spanish conquests in Central 
and South America, Europe received 
many large and exceptionally fine 
emeralds which were variously known 
as Spanish or Peruvian emeralds, al- 
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though no emeralds were mined in 
either Spain or Peru. 

When Pizarro, Cortez, and other 
conquistadors came to the new world, 
they found the emerald was the fa- 
vorite gem of the Incas. Many large 
and unusual specimens were wrung 
from their hapless Indian owners 
and, with insatiable greed, the Span- 
iards tried to force their captives to 
reveal the source of the emeralds and 
the location of the Inca mines. Cruel 
tortures, even death was of no avail. 
The emerald mines were a precious 
treasure known to few among the 
Inca nobles and they died rather than 
betray the secret to the conquerors. 

Many of the emerald mines of the 
Incas remain undiscovered to this 
day, but in 1558 one of the mines was

accidentally uncovered and has been 
worked intermittently ever since. 

About 30 years ago, still another 
ancient Inca mine was uncovered at 
Sonondoco, not far from Muso, but 
the gems found here do not equal the 
quality of the Muso emeralds. 

The other mines of the Incas were 
leveled and covered by the ancients 
to prevent their discovery by the 
Spanish conquerors. The green, im- 
penetrable jungle quickly covered the 
scars and they have remained hidden 
through the years. 

A few small emeralds have been cut 
from gems found in North Carolina, 
but no extensive mining for them has 
been done. 

Emeralds are formed from the min- 
eral beryl which is much in demand 
today as a strategic mineral needed in 
the hardening of copper in beryllium- 
copper alloy and other machine tool 
alloys vital to the war effort. Other 
beryl gems are the aquamarines, gol- 
den beryl, and a rare pinkish form 
known as morganite. But none of 
these compare in rarity or value with 
the precious grass-green emerald. 

The green coloring of the true em- 
erald is thought to be due to the 
presence of traces of chromic acid in 
the beryllium or aluminum silicates. 
In the Russian Urals and in North 
Carolina emeralds are found in a 
micaceous gneiss, but the emeralds of 
Muso and Sonondoco, Columbia, are 
recovered from a limestone forma- 
tion.

woodpecker, Wyoming partridge and 
wren.

_ Juvenile Key, which began in 

1831 at Brunswick, Maine, was a 
child’s newspaper, size nine by seven. 
It was published weekly for two 
years. A considerable portion of the 
type-work of this paper was done 
by two children of the editor. When 
the paper was inaugurated they were 
only nine and seven years of age. In 
a complimentary notice of the Key 
and its publishers (the names of the 
children appeared as publishers) B. 
B. Thatcher, then editor of the Mer- 
cantile Journal of Boston said: “Such 
children would get a living upon a 
sand-bank!” 

The editor of the Juvenile Key was 
Joseph Griffin, who had served his 
apprenticeship in journalism with 
Flagg and Gould of Andover, Mass. 
He set up the first press in Bruns- 
wick, Maine, in 1819, and in Septem- 
ber, 1820, commenced the publication 
of the first newspaper in that town, 
a weekly called the Maine Intelli- 
gencer. Jacob Abbott, later popular 
as an author of children’s works, was 
a frequent contributor to the IJntelli- 
gencer. After six months the news- 
paper was suspended and Griffin con- 
centrated on his publishing and print- 
ing business. 

After the suspension of the Bruns- 
wick Journal, in 1831, the Key was 
enlarged to a 12”x9” size 4pp., to 
make it more completely a family 
paper and give room for advertising. 
In this form it was published with 
good success for four years as the 
Family Pioneer and Juvenile Key. It 
was the plan of the editor to work 
upon the public mind, especially that 
of the young, by the publication of 
interesting narratives, setting forth 
in a clear light not only the evils of 
an intemperate use of intoxicating 
drinks, but the dangers of temperate 
drinking. ' The abolition of negro 
slavery and of the death penalty for 
crime were also strongly advocated: 

The children who first published 


“the Key did not continue in the 


printing profession. The daughter 
became the wife of a New Hampshire 
clergyman and the son, Joseph War- 
ren Griffin, left the press at the age 
of 22 to try the sea for the benefit 
of his health. After two years of sea 
life, he found himself first officer 
on board the brig “Kershaw” on a 
voyage from the West Indies to 
Savannah, Ga. In a hurricane the 
captain relinquished the command to 
Griffin, who brought the vessel safe- 
ly into port. In February, 1849, at 


the age of 25, Griffin set out for the 
gold fields of California in the “North 
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Bend” of Boston. This vessel was 
lost in the Straits of Magellan. 

Another child printer, at the age of 
six, whose feat in typesetting is re- 
corded in the Pioneer and Key for 
1834, was George H. Griffin. After 
serving his apprenticeship he opened 
a book and stationery business™ at 
Waterville, Maine. He later served 
in the Union Army at Big Bethel and 
was wounded during Bank’s retreat 
in the Shenandoah Valley. After the 
war he became a commission mer- 
chant in St. Louis. 

The Key had such a good reputation 
among its patrons that no less than 
70 copies were returned to the pub- 
lisher for binding. Many a prosper- 
ous merchant of Maine in later years 
claimed that his success in business 
was due to his early habits of indus- 
try and economy taught by examples 
to be found in the Juvenile Key. 

The publisher of the Key had a 
long and successful career at Bruns- 
wick and after 50 years in the pub- 
lishing business he edited and pub- 
lished “The History of the Press of 
Maine.” In this work are histories 
of the press in each county, with no- 
tices of leading printers and journal- 
ists. The work contains a very full 
list of Maine authors, their books and 
publishers, which makes a very valu- 
able reference book. The book is il- 
lustrated with a portrait of Benjamin 
Titcomb, the first printer of Maine, 
and with cuts of printing-presses 
from that of Franklin to the Hoe, the 
principle of which was patented in 
1840. Titcomb, in addition to being 
the first printer and journalist in 
Maine, was for 40 years pastor of the 
Baptist church in Brunswick.

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“The 
Soldier’s Friend” 


Washington, D. C.—The rifle re- 
mains, in this war as in the last, 
the soldier’s best friend. 

It is essentially, as shown by the 
military collections of the Smithso- 
nian Institution, an invention of the 
American frontier, although the art 
of grooving a barrel developed to 
some extent in Europe—especially in 
Germany and Switzerland—toward 
the middle of the 17th century. Like 
most other weapons, it evolved under 
the spur of necessity. 

In the form of the “Kentucky rifle,” 
the American development became 
celebrated throughout the civilized 
world. The Smithsonian collections 
contain some choice historical speci- 
mens, including two used by William 
J. Graves and Jonathan Cilley, Con- 
gressman from Maine, in a duel in 
1838 in which the latter was killed. 
This incident aroused such excite- 
ment through the nation that it 
marks the beginning of the end of 
duelling in this country. 

Among the German and Swiss im- 
migrants who poured into Pennsyl- 
vania and neighboring colonies in the 
17th and early 18th.centuries were 
many familiar with the European 
rifles. Some of them were expert gun- 


makers. But the rifles with which 
they were familiar were clumsy 
weapons. As a rule these guns had 


short barrels, thick stocks, and a bore 
often three-quarters of #n inch or 
more in diameter. Frequently there 
were no sights. No great accuracy 
was expected. 

This type of weapon was of little 
use to the wilderness pioneer who de- 
pended on his arms for obtaining 
game, which often was his chief sus- 
tenance. He needed sométhing that 
could be carried easily at all times. 
Indians were always lurking in the 
forests. The rifle, in order to match 
the bow, not only had to carry farther 
but must be more accurate. More- 
over, the ammunition load must be 
light, so that a hunter could carry a 
day’s supply, at least, on his person 
without undue burden. A weapon 
was necessary that could’ be loaded 
swiftly, easily, and with the simplest 
of implements. 

Sometime. about 1725 guns began 
to appear that met these require- 
ments. They cannot be traced to any 
specific “invention.””’ They probably 
evolved from the ideas and experience 
of many ingenious pioneers. Soon 
they became known in Europe as the 
“rifles of the Americans.” They were 
far superior to anything known in the 
old world. 

These highly specialized rifles had 
barrels 40 to 44 inches in length. It 
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had been found that the longer barrel 
allowed more complete and effective 
combustion of the powder, thus 
making practical a smaller charge. 
These rifles had borings less than half 
an inch in diameter. They were 
equipped with sights of various sorts, 
some very ingenious. 

But the most significant innovation 
was in loading. This was a very 
difficult operation with European 
rifles. The practice had been to force 
a tightly-fitting lead ball down the 
bore. This sometimes required a 
heavy iron ramrod and a mallet to 
drive it home. After a few shots 
such guns often became impossible to 
load, owing to the fouling deposits 
in the bore and grooves. 

Some genius of the frontier dis- 
covered that by making the bullet 
slightly smaller than the bore and 
wrapping it in a small piece of 
greased linen or thin leather it could 
be rammed down on the powder with 
ease. The covering fitted the bore 
tightly enough to prevent the escape 
of gas around the ball. 

A light iron or wooden ramrod was 
all that was necessary. Riflemen 
were accustomed to load while run- 
ning. The majority of these rifles had 
a hollow in the stock with a hinged or 
sliding brass cover filled with bullets, 
covers for them, some grease, and 
extra flints or percussion caps. 

The hunter or fighter usually 
carried also a bullet pouch and a 
powder horn. Powder horns were 
made from selected horns of domestic 
cattle scraped so thin that they were 
transparent. 

The accuracy of these guns became 
a subject of folklore. At 20 yards 
a favorite target was the head of a 
tack, at 60 to 100 yards the head of a 
turkey, at 200 yards the entire turkey. 
But to hit an object the size of a 
horse at 400 yards was considered 
almost impossible. 

The Kentucky rifle played a de- 
cisive role in the battle of King’s 
Mountain, where the breech-loading 
rifle also made its first appearance 
in the hands of the British. 

The rifle of the frontiersman was 
slowly superseded by better weapons, 
but a few continued to be manu- 
factured up to the time of the Civil 
War.

ROBABLY no combination first 
name, outside of George Wash- 
ington and Benjamin Franklin, has 
been given the baby boys—to stir 
patriotism and heroism within them, 
as well as to honor them with the 
name of a great man and to keep his 
name alive in the hearts of the people 
—as many times as that of Albert 
Gallatin. Yet his name is not as 
familiar as many another, nor as fam- 
iliar as it should be among us. 
There are many descendants of this 
patriot living in America but no doubt 
those bearing his name as first name 
and those who have studied his life 
will be interested in knowing about 
his coat-of-arms, as well as those who 
are privileged to use it. 
Albert Gallatin was born in Geneva, 
Switzerland, in 1761, and soon after 
graduating from the Academy of 
Geneva came to America—in 1780. 
His parents had died when he was 
young and his relatives responsible 
for him wished him to join the mili- 
tary forces. He had greater ideals 
and came here with a friend as a 
trader, living in Massachusetts and 
Maine. For a time he was a teacher 
of French in Harvard College. 


A brilliant man, and ready and 
willing to serve his adopted country, 
he entered political life in Pennsyl- 
vania and from 1795 to 1801 was a 
member of Congress. 

From 1801 until 1813 he was sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and proved 
to be one of the greatest financiers 
of his day. 

After the war of 1812, he had an 
important part in the negotiations 
for peace with England, and drew up 
the treaty of Ghent. 

Albert Gallatin went on a “good- 
will” tour of Europe, including Rus- 
sia, and while in the latter country 
was appointed a peace commissioner. 
This was in 1813. From 1815 to 1828 
he was minister at Paris, and in 1826 
he was sent by the government to

London as “ambassador-extraordi- 


nary.” 


His children were three in number: 
James, who married I. G. Tascault; 
Albert, who married Mary L. Ste- 
vens; and Frances, who married 
Byram K. Stevens. 


In “The Life of Albert Gallatin,” 
by Henry Adams, you may read of 
his ancestry and descendants. His 
direct lineage is traced, in Switzer- 
land, to 1583 and back of that there 
are different theories as to its origin. 

After his service abroad, Albert 
Gallatin and family settled in New 
York City and his personal interests 
were centered in literature and his- 
tory. He was founder and first presi- 
dent of the Ethnological Society of 
America, and for several years was 
president of the New York Historical 
Society. 


Among his writings are: “Sketch 
of the Finances of the United States” 
(1796); “The Indian Tribes East of 
the Rocky Mountains;” “Notes of the 
Semi-civilized Nations of Mexico, Yu- 
catan and Central America.” 


An outstanding and _ influential 
man in his times in helping to sta- 
bilize the government and to make it 
better understood among the other 
nations whose languages he spoke, he 
still lives in the policies set forth by 
our young nation. 


Albert Eugene Gallatin, painter 
and author, a great-grandson, is one 
of his descendants who has followed 
in the footsteps of the first Albert in 
public service, the perpetuating of 
historical literature and writing. To 
mention a few of his contributions: 
During World War 1 he was pre- 
sented placques by the Fraterinite des 
Artistes for having exhibited his own 
collection of art subjects for the bene- 
fit of French war charities. At that 
time he was on Mayor Mitchell’s 


- Committee of National Defense in 


New York City and held other 


government positions. 


Through the years he has been 
chairman and member of many art 
and museum committees, notably the 
New York University Museum of 
Living Art; the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum; and the Royal Society of Arts 
in London. Among the patriotic-lin- 
eal and historica! societies of which he 
is a member are the Society of Colo- 
nial Wars; Society of Cincinnati, 
French Branch; St. Nicholas Society 
and New York Historical Society 


(of which his great-grandfather was 
president). 


Albert Eugene Gallatin’s _ best- 
known books are on the life and art 
of Whistler. 

The Gallatin coat-of-arms was 
granted to the noble family in 
Switzerland generations before the 
time of our Albert Gallatin. 

Azure a fesse argent between three 
bezants. 


Its very simplicity bespeaks its 
great antiquity. Only two symbols 
and no crest nor motto—all of which 
date it before the 16th century. 


Instead of a crest, the blue and 
silver mantling is drawn as though 
blown up above the helmet by the 
wind. The mantling, by the way, is 
always the main color of the shield 
lined by the main metal. 

This is a blue or azure shield with 
the silver (argent) girdle of honor, 
called the fesse, stretched across the 
center of the shield. The fesse is 
between three gold coins, called 
bezants because of their use in Tur- 
key—the Byzantine empire. These 
bezants were granted to the Cru- 
saders who were victorious over the 
Turks as they journeyed toward their 
goal, the Holy Land. Therefore, the 
Gallatins had Crusader ancestors. 

Blue signifies loyalty and truth; 
silver, sincerity and peace; and while 
gold stands for elevation of mind and 
generosity, the meaning would not ap- 
ply here, as these coins were always 
of gold. 

Although this is a very simple de- 
sign, just picture in your mind’s eye 
the beauty of the blue shield with 
silver band and gold coins! The color 
code—horizontal lines for blue, plain 
for silver and cots for gold—will 
help you to visualize its loveliness. 

And the thought of the Crusaders 
on their way to the Holy Land will be

The Lincolns and Tennessee. By 
Samuel C. Williams, LLD., L. H. 
D.; Chairman of Tenn. Histor- 
ical Commission. Published by 
Department of Lincolniana, Lince- 
oln Memorial University, Har- 
rogate, Tenn. 


The vast accumulation of material 
on the Great Emancipator is made 
even richer with this contribution 
which deals with only one phase of 
Lincolniana, “The Lincolns and Ten- 
nessee.” It sheds additional light on 
the family from which the Civil War 
president sprang, and tells of his re- 
lations with one of the States of the 
Confederacy—Tennessee—and with a 
Tennessean, Andrew Johnson, whom 
the author, Samuel C. Williams, de- 
scribes as “deemed to be, of all Ten- 
nesseans, the one of greatest native 
ability.” 

Of particular interest is an ex- 
planatory paragraph entitled, “A 
Baseless Belief.” It reads: “For 
many years, even generations, there 
existed a wide-spread belief that 
President Lincoln sprang from ‘the 
poor white-trash’ class.

An Agate Castle 


J. F. Johnson, Chicago hotel clerk, 
has built an “aga castle in 
miniature. He says that it took him 
more than three years to build the 
structure and that he personally col- 
lected over 1,000 Lake Superior 
agates and all other materials con- 
tained in it. 

Aside from its agate collection, this 
small house has appeal for those 
specializing in other branches of col- 
lecting. It is a beautiful specimen of 
a miniature castle, with furnishings 
in miniature. It has 19 stained-glass 
windows of different colors and sizes, 
with outside shutters of walnut 
stained wood. Its roof and steeple 
consist of more than 400 imitation 
slate shingles. 

The downstairs has three rooms 
with the upstairs cross sectioned; the 
entire back is open to permit a view 
of the interior. The period furniture 
was carved from blocks of solid wal- 
nut and consist of approximately 65 
pieces. The pictures and plaques are 
miniatures of originals hanging in 
museums of this country and abroad.

legends concerning the best views in 
my large album devoted to that coun- 
try. 

The Cathedral of Gerona, as de- 
picted by my album, is one of the 
most remarkable in Spain. It has a 
plain front, ornamented with a circu- 
lar rose window, and with statues of 
Faith, Hope and Charity. It was in- 
tended to raise two towers, but only 
one was built. The first building was 
very ancient and the Moors used. it 
for a mosque. In the 11th century a 
new building was erected on the ruins 
of the old one by the Christians who 
had driven out the Moors; this too 
was pulled down except the cloisters 
and belfry, and in 1316 the chapter 
began to rebuild. Enrique of Nar- 
bonne was the first architect and he 
was followed by six others. This did 
not suffice, for in 1416, when the plan 
was carried out, a junta of 14 archi- 
tects were called in. William Boffy 
proposed to build a nave of the same 
width as the choir, a single nave with- 
out aisles, and this plan was sanc- 
tioned and carried out. This is the 
widest pointed vault in Christendom. 
The clear width of the nave is 73 feet. 

There are many cathedrals, palaces 
and old churches in Spain that have 
as equally interesting history, legends 
and relics as those described in the 
past few issues of HOBBIES. These 
will be described in another article of 
notes from my Spanish album.

The second card shows a glazer, 
dressed the same, in a _ squatting 
position, with a chisel in one hand 
and a hammer in the other, starting 
to put in a glass window which stands 
nearby. I was told by the giver of 
these cards that they cost 50c each 
originally and were made by the Im- 
perial Institute, 1932.
